SEC.  101.     ?'.ir?oses .     This  City  Planni.ig  Code  is  adopted  to  promote  and 
protect  t.he  public  healt.h,  safety,  peace,  rr.orals,  comfort,  convenie.nce  and 
general  vaifare,  and  for  the  followi.ig  more  particularly  specified  purposes: 

[3.1     To  giiide,  control  and  regulate  fufure  growtii  and  deveiopms.nt  i.-i 
accordance  with  t.he  Master  Plan  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

f.b)     To  protect  the  character  and  stability  of  residential,  commercial 
and  i.-idustrial  areas  wit-hin  the  city,   and  to  promote  the  orderly  a.ad  beneficia 
development  of  such  areas; 
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Cc)     To  provide  adequate  light,  air,  privacy  and  oonvenienca  of  access  zo 
property,  and  to  sacura  safety  from  fire  and  oiiher  dangers; 

Cd)     To  prevent  overcrowding  the  land  and  'ondue  conges-cion  of  population; 

Ce)     To  regulate  dne  locacion  of  buildings  and  the  use  of  buildings  and 
land  adjacent  to  streets  and  thoroughfares,  in  such  manner  as  to  obviate  the 
danger  to  public  safety  caused  by  '.indue  intarfsrance  with  existing  or  prospective 
traffic  movements  on  such  streets  and  thoroughfares. 

SEC.   102.     Definitions .     For  the  purposes  of  this  Code,  certain  words  and 
tarms  'osed  herein  are  defined  as  set  forth  in  t.iis  and  the  following  sections. 
XIX  words  used  in  the  present  tense  shall  include  the  future.     All  words  i.n  the 
pl'-irai  number  shall  include  the  singular  number  and  ail  words  in  the  singialar 
number  shall  include  the  plural  number,  'unless  the  natural  construction  of  the 
wording  xndicatas  otherwise.     The  word  "shall"  ls  mandatory  and  not  directory. 
Whenever  any  of  the  following  terms  is  used  it  shall  mean  the  corresponding 
officer,  department,  board  or  commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
State  of  California  herein  referred  to  as  the  City:     Assessor,  3oard  of 
Super^/isors ,  Department  of  City  Planning,  Department  of  Public  Works,  Director 
of  Planning,  City  Planning  Commission,  Zoning  Administrator.     In  each  case  the 
tarm  shall  be  deemed  to  include  an  amployee  of  any  such  officer  or  department  of 
the  City  who  is  lawfully  authorized  to  perform  any  duty  or  exercise  any  power 
as  a  representative  or  agent  of  that  officer  or  department. 

SEC.   1C2.1.   Allay.     A  right-of-way,  less  than  30  feet  in  width, 
permanently  dedicated  to  common  and  general  use  by  t.ne  public. 


SEC.  102.2.  Building.  Any  structure  having  a  roof  supported  by  col'jmns 
or  walls. 


SEC.   102.3.   Court.     Any  space  on  a  lot  other  than  a  yard  whic.n,   from  a 
point  not  .nora  than  two   '^2)   feet  above  the  floor  line  of  the  lowest  story  in  the 
building  on  the  lot  m  which  there  are  windows  from  rooms  abutting  and  served 
by  the  court,  is  ope.n  a.nd  -inobstructad  to  the  sky,  except  for  obstr^actions 
permitted  by  this  Coda.     An  "Dutar  Court"  is  a  court,  one  entira  side  or  end  of 
which  is  bounded  by  a  front  set-back,  a  raar  yard,  a  side  yard,  a  front  lot 
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line,  a  straat,  or  an  allay, 
oucar  court.

SEC.  102.4.     District.     A  portion  of  the  territory  of  the  city,  as  shown 
on  the  Zoning  .^p,  within  which  certain  regulations  and  requirements  or  various 
combinations  thereof  apply  'jnder  the  provisions  of  this  Code.     The  term 
"district"  shall  include. any  use,  special  use,  height  and  balk,  or  special  sign 
district.    T.he  tar^  "R  district"  shall  mean  any  RH-i(D)  ,  RH-1,  RH-l(S)  ,  RH-2, 
HH-3,  RM-1,  m-2,  m-2,  RM-4 ,  RC-1 ,  RC-2 ,  RC-3,  or  RC-4  district.     The  term

SEC.  102.7.     Family.     A  single  and  separata  living  unit,  co.nsisting  of 
aiuher: 

(a)     One  CD  person,  or  two  C2)   or  mora  persons  ralatad  by  blood,  marriage 
or  adoption  or  by  legal  guardianship  pursuant  -o  court  order;  plus  necassary 
domestic  sarvan-s  and  not  mora  than  thraa  C3)   roomars  or  boarders;  or 

Cb)     A  group  of  not  mora  than  five  (5)  persons  -onrelatad  by  blood,  marrtaga 
or  adoption  or  such  legal  guardianship. 

A  group  occupying  group  housing,  or  a  hotal,  motal  or  any  other  building 
or  portion  tharaof  other  than  a  dwelling,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  family. 
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SEC.  102.3.     Floor  Araa,  Gross.     The  sum  of  the  gross  areas  of  the  several 
floors  of  a  building  or  buildings,  measured  from  the  exterior  faces  of  e.xterior 
walls  or  from  t.'ia  cs.itar  lines  of  walls  separating  two  buildings,  'ivhers 
columns  are  ounside  and  separated  from  an  a.^terior  wall   (curtain  wall)  which 
anciosas  che  buildi.ig  space  or  are  o-charwise  so  arranged  that  the  curtain  wall 
is  claarl/  separate  from  the  structural  members,  the  exterior  faca  of  the 
curtain  wall  shall  be  the  line  of  measurement,  and  the  area  of  the  columns 
themselves  at  aach  floor  shall  also  be  counted. 

(a)     Gross  floor  area  shall  include,  although  not  be  limited  to,  the 
following: 

1.  Basement  and  cellar  space,  including  tenants'  storage  arsas  and  all 
other  space  a.xcept  that  used  only  for  storage  or  services  necassary  to 
the  operation  or  maintanance  of  the  building  itself; 

2.  Elevator  shafts,  stairwells,  exit  enclosures  and  smokaproof  anclos'oras, 
at  each  floor; 

3.  Floor  space  in  penthouses  except  as  specifically  excluded  in  this 
definition ; 

4.  Attic  space   [whether  or  not  a  floor  has  been  laid)   capabla  of  being 
made  into  habitable  space ; 

5.  Floor  space  m  balconies  or  mezzanines  in  the  interior  of  the  building; 
5.     Floor  spaca  in  open  or  roofed  porchtis,  arcades  or  a.xterior  balconies, 

if  such  porch,  arcade  or  balcony  is  located  above  the  ground  floor 

or  first  floor  of  occupancy  abova  basement  or  garage  and  is  used  as  the 

primary  access  to  the  interior  space  it  serves ; 

7.     Floor  spaca  in  accessory  buildings,  axcapt  for  floor  spaca  used  for 
accessory  off -street  par.ki.-ig  or  loading  spaces  as  described  in 
Section  204.3  of  this  Code,  and  parking  spaces  to  which  access  may  be 
credited  as  a  development  bonus  mder  Section  125  (b) 3  of  this  Coda  if 
located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  subject  buildi.tg,  and  driveways  and 
maneuvering  areas  incidential  thereto;  and 

3.     A.-iy  other  floor  spaca  r.ot  specifically  excluded  i.i  t.his  defi.iition. 

Cb)     Gross  floor  area  shall  not  i-nclude  the  followi.ng: 

1.  Basement  and  callar  space  used  only  for  storage  or  services  necessary 
to  the  operation  or  maintenance  of  the  buildi.ng  itself; 

2.  .^ttic  space  not  capabla  of  being  made  into  habitable  space; 
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Elevator  or  snair  penthouses,  accessory  water  tanks,  or  cooling  towers; 
and  other  mechanical  equipment,  appurrenances  and  areas,  necessary  to 
the  operation  or  maintenance  of  the  building  itself,  if  located  at  zhs 
top  of  the  building  or  separated  therefrom  only  by  other  space  not 
included  in  the  gross  floor  area; 

Mechanical  equipment ,  appurtenances  and  areas ,  necessary  to  the 
operation  or  maintenance  of  the  building  itself,  if  located  at  an 
intermediate  story  of  the  building  and  forming  a  complete  floor  level; 
Space  open  to  the  general  public  in  observation  decks,  restaurants  and 
similar  features  when  located  at  or  above  the  20th  story  of  a  building 
in  a  C-3  district; 

Outside  stairs  to  the  first  floor  of  occupancy  at  the  face  of  the 
b'oilding  which  the  stairs  ser'/e,  or  fire  escapes; 

Floor  space  used  for  accessory  off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces 
as  described  in  Section  204.5  of  this  Code,  and  parking  spaces  to  which 
access  may  be  credited  as  a  development  bonus  under  Section  126(b) 3  of 
this  Code  if  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  subject  building,  and 
driveways  and  maneuvering  areas  incidental  thereto ; 

Arcades,  plazas,  walkways,  porches,  breezeways ,  porticos  and  similar 
features   (whether  roofed  or  not),  at  or  near  street  level,  accessible 
to  the  general  public  and  not  substantially  enclosed  by  exterior  walls ; 
and  accessways  to  public  transit  lines,  if  open  for  use  by  the  general 
public;  all  exclusive  of  areas  devoted  to  sales,  ser-zice,  display, 
and  other  activities  other  than  movement  of  persons;  and 
3aiconies,  porches,  roof  decks,  terraces,   courts  and  similar  feat'uras, 
except  those  used  for  primary  access  as  described  in  paragraph  (a) (5) 
above,  provided  that: 

CA)     If  more  than  70  per  cent  of  the  perimeter  of  such  an  area  is 
enclosed,  either  by  building  walls   (exclusive  of  a  railing  or 
parapet  not  more  than  3  feet  3  inches  high)  or  by  such  walls  and 
interior  lot  lines ,  and  the  clear  space  is  less  than  15  feet  in 
either  dimension,  the  area  shall  not  be  excluded  from  gross  floor 
area  'unless  it  is  fully  open  to  the  sky  (except  for  roof  eaves, 
cornices  or  belt  courses  which  project  not  more  than  two  feet 
from  the  face  of  the  building  wall) . 
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CB)     If  mors  than  70  per  cent  of  the  perimeter  of  such  an  area  is 
enclosed,  either  by  building  walls   (exclusive  of  a  railing  or 
parapet  not  more  than  3  feet  3  inches  high) ,  or  by  such  walls  and 
interior  lot  lines,  and  the  clear  space  is  15  feet  or  mora  in  both 
dimensxons,    (.1)   the  area  shall  be  excluded  from  gross  floor  area 
if  it  is  fully  open  to  the  sky  (except  for  roof  eaves,  cornices 
or  belt  courses  which  project  no  more  than  two  feet  from  the  face 
of  the  building  wall) ,  and  (2)   the  area  may  have  roofed  areas 
along  its  perimeter  which  are  also  excluded  from  gross  floor  area 
if  the  minimum  clear  open  space  between  any  such  roof  and  the 
opposite  wall  or  roof  (whichever  is  closer)   is  maintained  at  15 
feet  (with  the  above  exceptions)   and  the  roofed  area  does  not 
exceed  10  feet  in  depth;    (3)   in  addition,  when  the  clear  open 
area  exceeds  525  sq^^re  feet,  a  canopy,  gazebo,  or  similar  roofed 
structure  without  walls  may  cover  up  to  10  per  cent  of  such  open 
space  without  being  counted  as  gross  floor  area. 

CO     If,  however,  70  per  cent  or  lass  of  the  perimeter  of  such  an  area 
is  enclosed  by  building  wails   texclusive  of  a  railing  or  parapet 
not  more  than  3  feet  3  inches  high)  or  by  such  walls  and  interior 
lot  lines,  and  the  open  side  or  sides  face  on  a  yard,  street  or 
court  whose  dimensions  satisfy  the  requirements  of  this  Code  and 
all  other  applicable  codes  for  instances  in  which  required  windows 
face  upon  such  yard,  street  or  court,  the  area  may  be  roofed  to 
the  extant  permitted  by  such  codes  in  instances  in  which  required 
windows  are  involved. 

SEC.  102.9.  ?loor  Area,  Occupied.  rioor  area  devoted  to,  or  capable  of 
being  devoted  to,  a  principal  or  conditional  use  and  its  accessory  'oses.  For 
pxirposes  of  computation,  occupied  floor  area  shall  consist  of  the  gross  floor 
area,  as  defined  i.n  this  Code,  mx.nus  the  following: 

(a)  Mon-accessory  parking  and  loading  spaces  and  'iriveways  and  maneuvering 
areas  incidental  thereto; 

(b)  iXterior  walls  cf  the  building; 

Cc)     Mechanical  equipment,  appurtenances  and  areas,  necessary  to  the 
operation  or  maintenance  of  t.he  building  itself,  wherever  located  in  the  building; 
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Cd)  Resc  rooms ,  and  space  for  storage  and  services  necessary  to  the 
opera-cion  and  saaintanancs  of  the  building  itself,  wherever  located  in  the 
building; 

(e)     Space  in  a  retail  store  for  store  management,  show  windows  and 
dressing  rooms,  and  for  incidental  repairs,  processing,  packaging  and 
stockroom  storage  of  merchandise  for  sale  on  the  premises;  and 

Cf)     Incidental  storage  space  for  the  convenience  of  tenants. 


SEC.  102.10.     Floor  Area  Ratio.     The  ratio  of  the  gross  floor  area  of  all 
the  buildings  on  a  lot  to  the  area  of  the  lot.     In  cases  in  which  portions  of  the 
gross  floor  area  of  a  building  project  horizontally  beyond  the  lot  lines,  all 
such  projecting  gross  floor  area  shall  also  be  included  i.n  determining  the 
floor  area  ratio. 

If  the  height  per  story  in  a  building,  when  all  the  stories  are  added 
together,  exceeds  an  average  of  13  feet,  then  additional  gross  floor  area  shall 
be  counted  in  determining  the  floor  area  ratio  of  the  buildi.ng,  equal  to  the 
gross  floor  area  of  one  additional  story  for  each  15  feet  or  fraction  thereof 
by  which  the  total  building  height  exceeds  the  number  of  stories  times  15 
feet;  except  that  such  additional  gross  floor  area  shall  not  be  counted  in  the 
case  of  a  church,  theatre  or  other  place  of  public  assembly. 

SEC.   102.11.     :-ieight  (Of  a  3uilding  or  Structure)  .     The  vertical 
distance  by  which  a  building  or  structure  rises  above  a  certai.a  point  of 
aeasurement,  which  point  shall  be  taken  as  indicated  herei.-.     ?or  this  purpose, 
the  term  "building"  shall  be  deemed  to  i.nclude  the  term  "structure". 

ia)     In  the  case  of  either  (b)  or  (c)  below,  such  point  shall  be  taken 
at  the  renter  line  of  the  building  or,  where  the  building  steps  laterally  in 
relation  to  a  street  that  is  the  basis  for  height  measurement,  separate  poi.its 
shall  be  taken  at  the  center  line  of  each  building  step. 

Cb)     ><here  the  lot  is  level  with  or  slopes  downward  from  a  street  at  the 
ce.ntar  line  of  the  buxldi.-g  or  buildi.^g  step,  such  poi.nt  shall  be  taken  at  curb 
level  on  such  street.     This  point  shall  be  used  for  height  measurement  only 
for  a  lot  depth  not  e.xtendi.tg  beyond  a  line  100  feet  from  and  parallel  to 
such  street,  or  beyond  a  line  equidistant  between  such  street  and  the  street 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  block,  whichever  depth  is  greater.     Measurement  of 
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height  for  any  portion  of  the  lot  extending  beyond  such  line  shall  be 
considered  in  relation  to  the  opposite  [lower)  and  of  the  lot,  and  that 
portion  shall  be  considered  an  upward  sloping  lot  in  accordance  with  subsection 
Cc)  below,  whether  or  r.ot  the  lot  also  has  frontage  on  a  lower  street. 

Cc)     ^'There  the  lot  slopes  upward  from  a  street  at  the  center  line  of  the 
building  or  building  step,  such  point  shall  be  taken  at  curb  level  for 
purposes  of  measuring  the  height  of  the  closest  part  of  the  building  within 
10  feet  of  the  property  line  of  such  street;  at  every  other  cross-section  of 
the  building,  at  right  angles  to  the  center  line  of  the  building  or  building 
step,  such  point  shall  be  taken  as  the  average  of  the  ground  elevations  at 
either  side  of  the  building  or  building  step  at  that  cross-section.     The  ground 
elevations  'osed  shall  be  either  existing  elevations  or  the  elevations  resulting 
from  new  grading  operations  encompassing  an  entire  block.     Elevations  beneath 
the  building  shall  be  take.n  by  projacti.-.g  a  straight  li.ne  between  ground 
elevations  at  the  exterior  walls  at  either  side  of  t.he  entire  building  in  the 
same  plane. 

Cd)  Where  the  lot  has  frontage  on  two  or  more  streets,  the  o^vner  may 
chocse  the  street  or  streets  from  which  the  measurement  of  height  is  to  be 
taken,  wit.hi.T.  t.he  scope  of  the  rales  stated  above. 

Jvhere  height  limits  for  buildi.ngs  and  structures  are  established  by  this 
Code,  the  upper  points  to  be  taJcen  for  measurement  of  height  shall  be  as 
prescribed  in  the  provisions  relating  to  such  height  limits. 

SEC.  102.12.     Lot.     A  parcel  of  land  'inder  one  ownership  which  constitutes, 
or  is  to  constitute,  a  complete  and  separata  functional  unit  of  development,  and 
which  does  not  extend  beyond  the  property  lines  along  streets  or  alleys .     A  lot 
as  so  defined  generally  consists  of  a  single  Assessor's  Lot,  but  in  some  cases 
consists  of  a  combination  of  contiguous  Assessor's  Lots  or  portions  thereof 
where  such  combi.iation  is  necessary  to  meet  the  requirsme.nts  of  this  Code.  In 
order  to  clarify  zhs  status  of  specific  property  as  a  lot  under  t.-ii3  Code,  the

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Gs)     Th.3  following  criteria  sb-ail  apply  to  the  building  features  listed 
in  the  table  in  subsection  Ca)   aiove ,  and  to  the  -anit  of  feature  therein  upon 
which  each  bonus  is  based. 

1.  Rapid  Transit  Access.     The  access  shall  be  to  a  city  or  regional 
rapid  transit  system,  leading  directly  to  a  station  Tiezzanine  of 
such  system  and  conformi.ng  to  the  standards  of  the  transit  system, 
the  3uilding  Code  and  other  applicable  codes.     The  access  shall  be 
entered  from  a  location  within  the  lot  lines  of  t.he  subject  lot, 
eit.her  withi.-i  or  outside  a  building,  and  shall  be  open  during  all 
busi-tess  hoars  common  in  the  area  for  use  by  the  general  public, 
mar.kad  for  their  use,  and  easily  reached  from  a  street  or  alley 
with  a  .■ninimum  sidewalk  width  of  seven  feet. 

2.  ?apid  Transit  Proximity.     This  bonus  shall  be  available  for  any  lot 
'/irithin  T30  feet  walking  distance  from  a  designated  station  mezzani.ne 
of  a  city  or  regional  rapid  transit  system,  and  shall  increase  i.n 
proportion  to  the  closeness  of  the  lot  to  such  mezzani.te.     The  walking 
distance  shall  be  measured  along  streets  and  alleys  with  a  minimum 
sidewalk  width  of  five  feet,  or  along  passageways  conforming  to  the 
standards  of  feafures  1  above  and  6  below.     ?or  t.^is  purpose,  walking 
distance  shall  be  taken  as  the  shortest  distance  from  any  point  along 
the  station  mezzanine,  to  any  poi.nt  along  a  lot  line  of  the  subject 
property  from  whic.n  there  is  general  access  to  the  subject  buildi.ng. 

3.  Parki.ng  Access.     The  access  shall  be  from  the  subject  buildi.ng  directly 
to  an  automobile  parxing  str-jcture  located  elsewhere  than  i.T  ^te  areas 
of  concentrated  development  of  the  C-3-0  and  C-3-R  districts.  Such 
parking  structure  .tiay  be  either  part  of  or  separate  from  the  subject 
buildi.-ig,  but  if  the  parki.-.g  structure  is  separate  it  shall  be  either 
i.t  the  same  ownership  as  the  subiect  buildi.ng  or  part  of  a  Planned  Tnit 
Development  approved  -mder  Article  3  of  this  Code  to  i-tclude  both  the 
parki.ng  str-icture  and  t-te  subject  building.     The  access  shall  be  open 
duri.".g  ail  business  ncurs  for  use  by  occupants  of  or  visitors  to  the 
s'lb^ect  buildi.-.g  a.nd  marked  for  their  use,  and  shall  provide  a  passage 
with  a  mi.-.imum  width  of  five  feet,  separated  from  streets  and  allays. 

A.  passageway  that  is  proposed  to  bridge  a  street  or  alley  or  to  occupy 
a.ny  other  public  area  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  City  Plan.-.mg  Commission 
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subject  to  tiie  criteria  for  Master  Plan  review  under  th.e  City 
Charter  and  any  other  criteria  that  may  be  applicable.     No  par3cing 
space  to  which  access  is  credited  under  this  provision  shall  consist 
of  a  space  actually  required  by  this  Code  for  any  building  or  use. 

4.  Multiple  auilding  Entrances.     This  bonus  shall  be  available  where 
there  is  more  than  one  major  entrance  to  the  subject  building,  open 
generally  to  occupants  of  the  building  for  both  entrance  and  exit 
and  readily  identifiable  to  them.    All  such  major  entrances  shall  be 
accessible  from  streets  or  alleys  with  a  minimum  sidewalk  width  of 
five  feet,  and  shall  be  located  at  least  50  feet  apart  along  such 
streets  or  alleys.     Where  a  building  face  at  ground  level  is  located 
more  than  20  feet  inside  the  lot  line  along  such  a  street  or  alley 
and  contains  at  least  one  ma^or  doorway,  each  point  at  50-foot 
i.ntervals  along  such  lot  line  shall  be  considered  a  separate  major 
entrance  to  the  building. 

5 .  Sidewalk  Widening.     The  sidewalk  widening  shall  be  along  a  through 
street  or  through  alley,  shall  consist  of  an  arcade,  cantilever, 
building  setback  or  plaza,  open  at  all  times  to  the  general  public, 
and  shaLll  run  the  full  length  of  t.^e  lot  along  such  street  or  alley 
except  for  necessary  interruptions  by  features  reqxiired  for  safety  by 
other  provisions  of  law,  ordinance  or  the  Municipal  Code.     The  widened 
area  shall  be  directly  accessible  from  the  public  sidewalk  ac  both 
ends  and  along  at  least  two- thirds  of  its  lengt-h,  and  if  not  fully 
open  to  such  sidewalk  shall  have  a  minimum  clear  widt.h  of  seven  feet. 
The  widened  area  shall  have  a  minimum  height  of  10  feet,  and  although 
it  may  be  occupied  in  part  by  columns ,  building  services ,  landscaping 
and  other  features,  only  areas  capable  of  bei.ng  walked  upon  shall  be 
credited  in  computation  of  the  bonus.    The  maxim-um  creditable  depth  of 
the  widened  area  from  the  lot  li.ie  at  the  street  or  alley  shall  be 

15  feet  in  tiie  C-3-R  district  and  30  feet  in  the  other  C-3  districts, 
or  50  feet  from  the  curb,  whichever  is  lass. 

Motwithstanding  the  requirements  of  this  provision  concerni.ng 
accessibility,  continuity  or  horizontal  dimensions,  landscaped  open 
area  located  as  herein  provided  at  ground  level,  consistent  with  t.^.e 
purposes  of  the  bonus  system  and  readily  visible  from  a  street  or  alley 
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or  permanent  public  open  space,  may  be  oraditsd  as  sidewalk,  widening 
area  witiiin  tJie  scope  of  the  15  per  cent  maximum  permittad  for  tiie 
sidewalk  widening  bonus  in  Table  2;  provided,  th.at  the  bonus  awarded 
shall  be  three  square  feet  of  floor  area  for  each  creditable  square 
foot  of  such  open  area. 

6.  Shortening  Walking  Distance.     The  shortening  of  walking  distance  shall 
be  computed  by  comparing  walking  distances  along  streets  and  alleys 
having  a  minimum  sidewalk  width  of  five  feet,  with  distances  along 
walkways  through  the  subject  lot  that  are  open  dviring  all  business 
hDiirs  common  in  the  area  for  use  by  the  general  public.     Such  a  walkway 
may  be  either  within  or  outside  a  building,  shall  be  readily  identifiable 
from  the  public  sidewalk,  and  shall  have  a  minimum  width  of  10  feet 

plus  two  feet  for  each  side  which  has  shops,  lobbies,  elevator 
entrances  or  similar  features  along  it.     Where  a  wal-kway  passes  through 
two  or  mora  lots,  the  bonus  shall  be  prorated  in  proportion  to  the 
length  of  walkway  on  each  lot. 

7.  Plaza.     The  plaza  shall  be  directly  and  conveniently  accessible  to 
the  general  public  during  all  business  hours  common  in  the  area,  from 
either  a  street  or  alley  with  a  minimum  sidewalk  width  of  five  feet, 

a  feature  conforming  to  the  standards  of  5  or  5  above,  or  a  permanent 
public  open  space.     The  creditable  plaza  area  shall  be  located  at  least 
20  feet  inside  the  lot  lines  separating  the  lot  from  streets  and 
alleys,  shall  have  a  minimum  entrance  width  of  10  feet,  and  shall  be 
at  least  30  faet  in  its  horizontal  dimensions.     For  the  purpose  of 
measuring  such  minimijm  horizontal  di.mensions ,  space  occupied  by  a 
feature  conforming  to  the  standards  of  3  above  may  be  counted  for  up 
to  one-third  of  any  dimension;  however,  no  area  credited  under  5  above 
shall  also  be  credited  as  plaza  area.     Up  to  two-thirds  of  the  surface 
of  the  creditable  plaza  area  may  be  occupied  by  planting,  sculpture, 
pools  and  similar  features,  and  the  balance  shall  be  suitable  for 
walking,  sitting  and  similar  pursuits.     Any  buiidi.ng  servici.-ig  requiring 
the  presence  of  vehicles  or  goods  in  the  plaza  area  shall  be  confined 
to  times  other  than  the  business  hours  common  in  the  area.  Encroachments 
permitted  by  Section  135  of  this  Code  for  usable  open  space  shall  be 
permitted  for  the  creditable  plaza  area. 
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J^otwithstanding  tiie  requirements  of  tiiis  provision  concerning 
accessibility  or  horizontal  dimensions,  landscaped  open  area  located 
as  herein  provided  at  ground  level,  consistent  with  the  purposes  of 
the  bonus  system  and  readily  visible  from  a  street  or  alley  or 
permanent  public  open  space ,  may  be  credited  as  plaza  area  within 
th.e  scope  of  the  IS  per  cent  maximum  permitted  for  the  plaza  bonus  in 
Table  2;  provided,  that  the  bonus  awarded  shall  be  three  square  feet 
of  floor  area  for  each  creditable  square  foot  of  such  open  area. 

3.     Side  Setback.     The  side  building  setback  shall  extend  upward  from  a 
height  of  not  more  than  40  feet  measured  at  the  front  of  the  setback, 
and  shall  also  extend  for  the  entire  depth  of  the  lot.     The  side 
setback  shall  be  located  either  along  a  lot  line  which  in-cersects  a 
street  or  alley  and  does  not  itself  separate  the  lot  from  a  street  or 
alley,  or  in  an  equivalent  position  between  two  buildings  or  building 
portions  on  the  same  lot  exceeding  40  feet  in  height.     The  setback 
area  shall  be  unobstructed  to  the  sky  and  shall  have  a  minimum  width 
of  20  feet.     Setback  areas  of  irregular  width  may  be  credited,  provided 
the  minimxjm  width  of  20  feet  is  maintained  and  no  part  of  the  setback 
area  to  be  credited  is  separated  by  a  building  from  the  street  or 
alley  which  the  setback  intersects.     The  maximum  creditable  width  of 
the  setback  area  shall  be  50  feet. 

9.     Low  Coverage  at  Upper  Floors.     Each  open  area  credited  'jnder  this 

bonus  shall  extend  upward  unobstr^acted  from  a  height  of  not  more  than 
30  feet  measured  at  the  front  of  such  open  area,  and  shall  also  extend 
for  the  entire  width  or  depth  of  the  lot.     The  bonus  shall  be  based 
upon  reduction  of  both  the  over-all  width  and  the  over-all  depth  of 
the  building  by  a  minimum  of  20  per  cent  of  the  respective  lot 
dimensions,  with  additional  bonus  awarded  as  both  such  dimensions  of 
the  building  are  further  reduced.     Where  the  building  is  not  located 
parallel  to  any  of  the  lot  lines,  the  over-all  dimensions  of  t.he 
building  shall  be  measured  as  appropriate  to  the  specific  siting  of  the 
building  in  relation  to  the  lot  and  to  streets  and  alleys. 
10.     Obser^/ation  Seek.     The  observation  deck  or  similar  public  space  shall 
be  located  at  or  above  the  20th  story  of  the  building  and  shall  be  of 
sufficient  size  to  accommodate  at  least  50  persons  at  one  time.  Such 
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space  shall  be  advertised  at  ground  level ,  and  shall  be  open  during 
the  day  and  evening  to  the  general  public  without  the  necessity  of 
their  doing  business  in  the  building  other  than  paying  an  admission 
fee  for  the  sole  pvirpose  of  gaining  access  to  the  observation  area. 
Cc)     In  application  of  the  bonuses  provided  for  in  this  Section,  the 
Zoning  Administrator  shall  follow  such  procedures,  including  placing  of 
restrictions  on  the  land  records  and  other  actions ,  as  the  Zoning  Administrator 
may  deem  appropriate  to  assure  the  provision  and  retention  of  such  building 
features  as  are  credited  in  order  to  meet  the  reqxairements  of  this  Code. 

Cd)     In  the  C-3-0  district,  notwithstanding  the  development  bonuses 
afforded  by  subsections   (a) ,    (b)  and  (c)  of  this  Section,  and  in  lieu  of  any 
and  all  such  development  bonuses,   for  a  lot  or  portion  thereof  which  is  defined 
by  this  Code  as  a  comer  lot,  a  floor  area  premium  may  be  added  by  increasing 
the  area  of  t.he  lot  or  portion,  for  purposes  of  determining  the  maximtan  floor 
area  ratio  for  the  building  or  development  on  such  lot,  by  twenty  C20)  per  cent. 

SEC.  127.     Transfer  of  Permitted  Basic  Gross  Floor  Area. 

Cal     When  allowed.     The  maximum  permitted  gross  floor  area  for  any 
building  or  development  on  a  lot  in  the  C-3-0  district,  to  the  exclusion  of 
all  other  districts,  may  be  increased  by  transfer  to  such  lot  of  basic  gross 
floor  area  that  is  permitted  under  Section  124  of  this  Code  but  unbuilt  upon 
an  adjacent  lot;  provided,  that  the  aggregate  of  all  such  tramsfers  from  any 
one  adjacent  lot  to  all  other  lots  shall  be  no  more  than  one-half  the  basic 
gross  floor  area  that  would  be  permitted  on  said  adjacent  lot.     Floor  area 
premiums  under  Section  123  or  126,  development  bonuses  under  Section  126,  and 
other  floor  area  transfers  'onder  this  Section,  shall  not  be  transferable.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  Section,  an  adjacent  lot  is  one  which  either  abuts  for  a 
distance  not  less  than  25  feet  along  a  side  or  rear  lot  line  of  the  lot  to 
which  the  basic  gross  floor  area  transfer  is  made  (hereinafter  referred  to  as 
t.^e  transferee  lot)  ,  or  would  so  abut  for  such  distance  if  not  separated  solely 
by  an  alley. 

Cb)     Landmarks .     The  provisions  of  subsection  (a)   above  limiting 
transferee  lots  to  those  located  i.i  the  C-3-0  district,  and  limiting  the 
aggregate  of  all  transfers  from  an  adjacent  lot  to  one-half  its  permitted  gross 
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floor  area,  shall  not  apply  whera  th.e  adjacant  lot  is  occupied  by  a  historical,  - 
architectural  or  aesTihetic  landmark  that  has  been  so  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  Article  10  of  this  Code. 

Ccl     Required  documentation.     No  transfer  of  permitted  basic  gross  floor 
area  shall  be  affective  under  this  Code  unless  an  instrument,  legally  sufficient 
in  both  form  and  content  to  affect  such  a  transfer,  has  been  entered  into  among 
all  the  parties  concerned,  except  that  if  both  the  adjacent  lot  and  the  transferee 
lot  are  in  one  ownership  no  such  instrument  shall  be  necessary.    An  attested 
copy  of  the  said  instrument  of  transfer  shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  of 
City  Planning  prior  to  approval  by  said  Department  of  any  building  permit 
application  affected  by  such  transfer.     In  addition,  no  transfer  of  permitted 
basic  gross  floor  area  shall  be  effective  'jnder  this  Code  in  any  case  unless  a 
f'urther  docximent  in  a  form  approved  by  the  City  Attorney  has  been  executed  by 
the  parties  concerned,  and  by  the  Zoning  Administrator,  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  County  Recorder,  ser'/i.ig  as  a  notice  of  the  restrictions  under 
this  Code  applying  both  to  the  adjacent  lot  and  to  the  transferee  lot  by  virtue 
of  this  arrangement  for  transfer  of  permitted  basic  gross  floor  area.  This 
notice  of  restrictions  shall  include  a  specific  rafaranca  to  the  aforesaid 
instrument  of  transfer,  except  where  both  the  adjacant  lot  and  the  transferee 
lot  ara  in  the  same  ownership. 

Cd)     Contents  of  raquired  docume.ats.     3oth  the  instrument  of  transfer  and 
the  notice  of  restrictions  shall  specify  (1)  the  amount  of  permitted  basic 
gross  floor  araa  to  be  transferred,  the  total  amount  permittad  on  the  transferee 
lot  by  virtue  of  the  transfer,  and  the  remaining  amount  permittad  on  the 
adjacent  lot;    C2)   the  duration  of  the  transfer,  which  shall  be  specified  to  be 
not  less  than  tha  actual  lifetime  of  any  building  on  the  transferee  lot  whosa 
construction  is  niade  possible,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  transfer;    (3)  the 
effects  of  any  subsequent  changes  in  the  basic  floor  area  ratio  limit  'onder  this 
Code  upon  the  oermiuted  basic  gross  floor  araa  for  both  lots;  and  C4)  the  affects 
of  any  subsequent  changes  in  the  size  of  either  lot,  whether  by  virtue  of 
conveyance,   condemnation  or  otherwise,  upon  the  permittad  basic  gross  floor 
araa  for  both  lots. 

Ce)     Limitations .     Mo  transfer  of  permittad  gross  floor  araa  shall  serve 
to  increase  the  total  gross  floor  area  permitted  -ondar  this  Code  on  the  adjacant 
lot  and  tha  transferee  lot  taken  together,  either  presently  or  prospectively. 
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No  building  permit  application  shall  be  approved  by  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  at  any  time,  nor  shall  any  building  permit  be  issued  by  any  City 
department  at  any  time,  if  the  result  of  such  approval  or  issuance  would  be 
to  increase  the  total  permitted  gross  floor  area  of  both  such  lots  taken 
together  above  such  total  as  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the  floor  area  ratio 
limits  prevailing  at  that  time  for  such  lots. 

Cf)     Completed  transfers,     .^y  transfer  of  permitted  gross  floor  area 
completed  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  Section  shall  be  effective 
notwithstanding  the  location  of  the  trainsferee  lot  outside  the  C-3-0  district 
and  notwithstanding  the  aggregate  transfer  of  more  than  one-half  the  gross 
floor  area  permitted  on  the  adjacent  lot  under  the  basic  floor  area  ratio 
limit,  provided  all  other  conditions  of  this  Section  have  been  met. 

SEC.  130.     Yard  and  Set-back  Requirements ,  General . 

(a)  Except  as  provided  in  Sections  172  and  133  of  this  Code,  svery  bviilding 
and  addition  shall  have  yards  and  set-backs  as  required  by  Sections  131  through 
134  for  the  district  in  which  the  building  is  located. 

(b)  Every  such  front  set-back  and  rear  yard  shall  extend  along  a  lot  line 
the  full  width  of  the  lot.     Every  such  side  yard  shall  extend  along  a  lot  line 
from  the  front  set-back  or  the  front  lot  line  to  the  rear  yard.     The  required 
minimum  depth  or  width  of  any  yard  or  set-back  shall  be  measured  generally  at 
right  angles  to  the  lot  line.     All  required  yards  and  set-backs  shall  be  located 
on  the  lot  on  which  the  building  is  situated. 


(c)  Where  a  lot  abuts  on  two  (2)  or  more  streets,  any  street  lot  li.ne  may 
be  elected  by  the  owner  as  t.he  front  lot  line  for  purposes  of  the  yard  and 
set-back  requirements,  and  in  general  the  lot  line  opposite  and  most  nearly 
parallel  thereto  shall  be  ihe  rear  lot  line.     Any  street  lot  line  that  is  not  a 
front  lot  line  shall  be  a  rear  lot  line  or  a  side  lot  line. 

(d)  Where  t.he  side  lot  lines  converge  to  a  point,  a  line  five  (5)  feet 
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long  within  tiie  lot  parallel  to  and  at  a  maximum  distance  from  the  front  lot  line 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  rear  lot  line  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  depth 
of  the  rear  yard. 

(e)  Where  the  building  wall  is  not  parallel  to  a  side  or  a  rear  lot  line 
the  required  least  dimension  of  the  side  yard  or  the  rear  yard  along  such  line 
may  be  applied  to  the  average,  provided  that  no  such  side  yard  shall  be  less 
than  three  (3)   feet  in  width  at  any  point,  and  no  such  rear  yard  shall  be  less 
than  five  (5)  feet  in  depth  at  any  point. 

(f)  Obstructions  in  any  required  yard  or  set-back  shall  be  limited  to 
those  specified  in  Section  136  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  131.     Legislated  Set-back  Lines. 

(a)  The  legislated  set-back  lines  along  specific  street  and  alley  frontages 
established  by  ordinance  and  resolution  pursuant  to  former  Article  4  of  the  City 
Planning  Code  and  earlier  provisions  of  law  are  hereby  continued  in  effect  as 
rsg-ulations  of  the  City  Planning  Code,  regardless  of  the  regulations  for  the  use 
districts  in  which  such  street  and  alley  frontages  are  located,  and  said 
ordinances  and  resolutions  are  expressly  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as 
though  fully  set  forth. 

(b)  The  obstructions  permitted  within  such  legislated  set-back  lines  shall 
be  as  described  in  Sections  132  and  136  of  this  Code.     Mo  other  obstruction 
shall  be  constructed,  placed  or  maintained  within  a  legislated  set-back  line. 

(o)     The  procedures  for  establishment,  abolition  or  modification  of  a 
legislated  set-back  line  shall  be  as  specified  in  Sections  302  and  306  through 
306.5  for  amendments  to  this  Code. 

(d)     In  case  of  any  conflict  between  the  requirements  of  a  legislated 
set-back  line  and  a  front  set-back  area  established  by  Section  132  of  this  Code, 
the  more  restrictive  requirements  shall  prevail. 

SEC.  132.     Front  Set-back  Areas ,  RK  and  RM  Districts .     The  following 
requirements  for  minimum  front  set-back  areas  shall  apply  to  every  building  in 
all  RH  and  RM  districts,  in  order  to  relate  the  set-backs  provided  to  the 
existing  front  set-backs  of  adjacent  buildings. 

Ca)     Basic  raquirament.     v-Jhera  one  or  both  of  the  buildings  adjacent  to 
the  subject  property  have  front  set-backs  along  a  street  or  allay,  any  building 
or  addition  ronstructad,  reconstructed  or  relocated  on  the  subject  property 
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shall  be  set  back  to  the  average  of  the  t'.i/o  adjacent  front  set-backs.     If  only 
one  of  the  adjacent  buildings  has  a  front  set-back,  or  if  there  is  only  one 
adjacent  building,  then  the  required  set-back  for  the  subject  property  shall 
be  equal  to  one-half  the  front  set-back  of  such  adjacent  building.     I.i  any  case 
i.n  which  the  lot  constituti.ig  the  stibject  property  is  separated  from  the  lot 
containing  the  nearest  buildi.ng  by  an  undeveloped  lot  or  lots  for  a  distance  of 
50  faet  or  lass  parallel  to  the  street  or  alley,  such  nearest  building  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  an  "adjacent  building",  but  a  building  on  a  lot  so  separated  for  a 
greater  distance  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  an  "adjacent  building". 
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(b)     Altamativs  method  of  avsraei.-'.g . 


'inder  the  r^ulas  stated  in 


subsection  (a)   above,  an  averagi.ng  is  required  between  two  aajacent 
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sec-backs,  or  between  one  adjacent  set-back  and  another  adjacent  building  with 
no  set-back,  the  required  set-back  on  the  subject  property  may  alternatively 
be  averaged  in  an  irregular  manner  within  the  depth  between  the  set-backs  of  the 
two  adjacent  buildings;  provided  that  the  area  of  the  resulting  set-back  shall 
be  at  least  equal  to  the  product  of  the  width  of  the  subject  property  along  the 
street  or  alley  times  the  set-back  depth,  required  by  subsections   Ca)  and  i&l 
of  this  Section;  and  provided  further  that  all  portions  of  the  resulting  set-back 
area  on  the  subject  property  shall  be  directly  exposed  laterally  to  the  set-back 
area  of  the  adjacent  building  having  the  greater  set-back.     In  any  case  in  which 
this  alternative  method  of  averaging  has  been  used  for  the  subject  property,  the 
extent  of  the  front  set-back  on  the  subject  property  for  purposes  of  subsection 
Cc)  below  relating  to  subsequent  development  on  an  adjacent  site  shall  be 
considered  to  be  as  required  by  subsection  (a)  above,  in  the  form  of  a  single 
line  parallel  to  the  street  or  alley. 


(c)  Met-hod  of  measure-ment.     The  extent  of  the  front  set-back  of  each 
adjacent  building  shall  be  taJcen  as  the  horizontal  distance  from  the  property 
line  along  t.he  street  or  alley  to  the  buildi.ng  wall  closesr  to  such  property 
line,  excluding  all  projections  from  such  wall,  all  decks  and  garage  structures 
and  extensions,  and  ail  other  obstructions. 

(d)  Applicability  to  special  lot  situations. 

1.     Corner  lots  and  lots  at  alley  intersections.     On  a  comer  lot  as  defined 


by  this  Code,  or  a  lot  at  the  i.itersection  of  a  s-reet  and  an  allay  or 
two  alleys,  a  front  set-back  area  shall  be  required  only  along  the 
street  or  alley  elected  by  the  owner  as  the  front  of  the  property. 
Along  such  s-creec  or  alley,  the  required  set-back  for  the  subject  lot 
shall  be  equal  "O  one-half  the  front  set-back  of  zhs  adjacent  building. 
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Lots  abutting  properties  that  front  on  another  street  or  alley.     In  the

In  the  case  of  any  lot  that 
aiuts  property  in  an  RC,  C,  M  or  ?  district,  any  property  in  such 
district  shall  be  disregarded,  and  the  required  set-bacic  for  the 
subject  lot  shall  be  equal  to  the  front  set-bade  of  the  adjacent 
building  in  the  RH  or  RM  district. 

(e)  Ma.xi.nun  raquxrasients .     The  maximum  required  front  set-back  in  any  of 
the  cases  described  in  this  Section  132  shall  be  fifteen  (15)   feet  from  the 
property  line  along  the  street  or  alley,  or  fifteen  (15)  per  cent  of  the 
average  depth  of  the  lot  from  such  street  or  alley,  whichever  results  in  the 
lesser  requirement. 

(f)  Rarmittad  obstr'actions .     Only  those  obstructions  specified  in  Section 
135  of  t.his  Code  snail  be  permitted  in  a  required  front  set-back  araa,  and  no 
other  obstruction  shall  be  constructed,  placed  or  naintai.-ied  within  any  such 
araa.     No  jiotor  vahicla,  trailar,  boat  or  othar  vehicle  shall  be  parked  or 
stored  within  any  such  araa,  except  as  specified  in  Section  136. 

(g)  Landscaping.     All  front  set-back  areas  required  by  this  Section  132 
shall  be  appropriately  landscaped,  and  in  every  case  not  less  than  twenty  (20) 
per  cant  of  the  raqi.d.red  set-back  araa  shall  be  unpaved  and  devoted  to  plant 
material. 

(h)  Relationship  to  legislatad  set-back  lines.     In  case  of  any  conflict 
between  the  raquiraments  of  this  Section  132  for  front  sat-back  areas  and  a 
legislated  set-back  line  as  described  i.-i  Section  131  of  this  Coda,  the  more 
restrictive  raquiraments  shall  prevail.

(b)  Where,  however,  the  building  does  not  exceed  25  feet  in  height,  any 
side  yard  raquired  by  subsection  (a)  to  be  mora  than  3  feet  in  width,  may  be 
reduced  to  3  feet  if  the  width  of  the  other  side  yard  is  increased  by  the  same 
amount  as  the  first  one  is  reduced. 

(c)  Buildings  may  be  built  to  the  common  line  of  two  adjoining  lots  if  a 
side  yard  having  a  width  of  not  less  than  the  combined  width  of  the  two  side 
yards  required  above  for  each  lot  is  provided  on  each  such  lot  on  the  opposite 
Side. 

(d)  Only  those  obstructions  specified  in  Section  136  of  this  Code  shall 
be  permitted  La  a  raquired  side  yard,  and  no  o-cher  obstruction  shall  be 
constructed,  placed  or  maintained  within  any  such  yard.     Mo  motor  vehicle, 
trailer,  boat  or  other  vehicle  shall  be  parked  or  stored  within  any  such  yard, 
except  as  specified  in  Section  135. 

SEC.  134.     Rear  Yards,  ?.,  C  and  M  Districts.     The  following  requirements 
for  raar  yards  shall  apply  to  avery  building  in  an  R  district  and  to  every 
dwelling  in  a  C  or  M  district.

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(e)  Slope.     The  slope  of  any  area  credited  as  either  private  or  common 
usable  open  space  shall  not  exceed  5  per  cent. 

(f )  Priva-ce  usable  open  space  :     additional  standards . 

1.  Minojnum  dimensions  and  mininum  area.     Any  space  credited  as  private 
usable  open  space  shall  have  a  ininimum  horizontal  dimension  of  6  feet 
and  a  minimum  area  of  35  square  feet  if  located  on  a  deck,  balcony, 
porch  or  roof,  and  shall  have  a  minimum  horizontal  dimension  of  10  feet 
and  a  minimtam  area  of  100  square  feet  if  located  on  open  ground,  a 
terrace  or  the  surface  of  an  inner  or  outer  court.

by  solid  building  walls,  shall  be  screened  from  viaw  from  all  streets  and 
alleys  through  use  of  garage  doors  or  by  some  ot.n.er  means. 
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Cd)     Along  rear  yard  areas  and  other  interior  open  spaces,  all  off-street 
parking  spaces,  driveways  and  maneuvering  areas  within  buildings  shall  be 
screened  from  view  and  confined  by  solid  building  walls. 

Cc)     Off-s-creet  parking  spaces  in  parking  lots  shall  meet  the  requirements 
of  Section  156    and  onher  applicable  provisions  of  Article  1.5  of  this  Code. 
Such  parki.T.g  areas  shall  be  screened  from  view  as  provided  in  Section  155  (d) 
of  this  Code. 

SEC.  143.     Street  Trees,  R  Districts. 

(a)  In  any  R  district,  street  trees  shall  be  installed  by  the  owner  or 
developer  in  the  case  of  construction  of  a  new  building,  relocation  of  a 
building,  or  addition  of  floor  area  equal  to  twenty  (20)  per  cent  or  more  of  an 
existing  building. 

(b)  The  street  trees  installed  shall  be  a  minimum  of  one  tree  of  fifteen 
(15)  gallon  size  for  each  twenty  (20)   feet  of  frontage  of  the  property  along 
each  street  or  alley,  with  any  remaining  fraction  of  ten  (10)   feet  or  more  of 
frontage  requiring  an  additional  tree.     Such  tress  shall  be  located  either  within 
a  set-back  area  on  the  lot  or  within  the  public  right-of-way  along  such  lot. 

(c)  The  species  of  trees  seleated  shall  be  s-uitahle  for  the  site,  and  in 
the  case  of  trees  installed  in  the  public  right-of-way  the  species  and  locations 
shall  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Etepartment  of  P'oblic  Works.     Procedures  and 
other  requirements  for  the  i.astallation,  maintenance  and  proizection  of  trees  in 
the  public  right-of-way  shall  be  as  set  for-ch  in  Article  15  of  the  P'Jblic  Works 
Code. 

(d)  I.i  any  case  in  which  the  Depart:nent  of  Public  Works  cannot  grant 
approval  for  installation  of  a  tree  in  the  public  right-of.-way ,  on  the  basis  of 
inadequate  sidewalk  width,  interference  with  utilities  or  other  reasons 
recardi.-ig  the  public  welfare,  and  where  installation  of  such  tree  on  the  lot 
itself  is  also  impractical,  the  requirements  of  this  Section  143  may  be  modified 
or  waived  by  -he  Zoning  Administrator  to  the  extent  necessary. 

SEC.   144.     Trsatme.nt  of  Ground  Story  on  Street  Frontages,  RE-2,  PH-3,  P-M-1 
and  ?y.-2  Sis-riots. 

(a)     General.     This  Section  is  enacted  to  assure  that  in  PH-2,  RH-3,  RM-1 
and  R.M-2  districts  the  ground  story  of  dwellings  as  viewed  from  the  street  is 
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compatible  with  the  seals  and  character  of  the  existing  street  frontage, 
visually  interesting  and  attractive  in  ralation  to  the  pattern  of  the 
neighborhood,  and  so  designed  that  adequate  areas  are  provided  for  front 
landscaping,  street  trees  and  on-street  parking  between  driveways. 

(b)     rjitrancss  to  off-street  parking.     Sxcept  as  otherwise  provided  herein, 
in  the  case  of  every  dwelling  in  such  districts  no  more  than  thirty  (30)  per  cent 
of  the  width  of  the  ground  story  along  the  front  lot  line,  or  along  a  street  side 
lot  line,  or  along  a  building  wall  that  is  set  back  from  any  such  lot  line,  shall 
be  devoted  to  entrances  to  off-street  parking,  except  that  in  no  event  shall 
a  lot  be  limited  by  this  requirement  to  a  single  such  entrance  of  less  than 
sixteen  (15)   feat  in  width-     In  addition,  no  entrance  to  off-strset  parking  for 
a  dwelling  on  any  lot  shall  be  wider  than  twenty  (20)    feet,  and  where  two  or 
more  separate  entrances  are  provided  there  shall  be  a  minimum  separation  between 
such  entrances  of  six  (6)   feet.     The  requirements  of  this  subsection  (b)  shall 
not  be  applicable  where  the  lot  has  an  upward  or  downward  slope  from  the  front 
lot  line  to  the  forward  edge  of  the  required  rear  yard,  along  the  center  line 
of  the  building,  of  mors  than  twe.nty  (20)  per  cent;  or  where  the  lot  depth  and 
the  raquirsments  of  this  Code  for  dimensions ,  araas  and  open  spaces  are  such 
that  the  permitted  building  depth  is  less  than  forty  (40)   feet  in  an  RH-2 
district  or  less  than  sixty-five  (65)   feet  i.n  an  SH-3,  R.M-1  or  SM-2  district. 


(c)     Features  to  be  provided.     In  the  case  of  every  dwelling  in  such 
districts  no  lass  than  thirty  (30)  per  cent  of  the  width  of  the  ground  story 
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along  the  front  lot  line,  along  a  street  side  lot  line,  and  along  a  building 
wall  that  is  set  bacJt  from  any  such  lot  line ,  shall  be  devoted  to  windows , 
entrances  for  dwelling  units,  landscaping,  and  other  architectural  features  that 
provide  visual  relief  and  interest  for  the  street  frontage. 

SEC.  145.     .Moderation  of  Front  of  Building,  RM-1  and  RM-2  Districts. 
Ca)     Generail.    This  Section  is  enacted  to  asstire  that  in  SM-1  and  RM-2 
districts  new  dwellings  will  be  compatible  with  the  established  mixture  of  houses 
and  apax-tment  buildings  in  terms  of  apparent  building  width,  requiring  that  on 
wider  lots  the  front  of  the  building  be  divided  visually  into  narrower  segments, 
according  to  the  predominant  existing  scale  in  such  areas. 

Cb)     5 tapping  oz  building  height  and  walls.     Excapc  as  provided  in  subsection 
Cc)  below,  in  the  case  of  every  dwelling  in  such  districts  on  a  lot  with  a  width 
of  mora  than  thirty-five   (35)   feet,  there  shall  be  a  stepping  of  the  building 
along  the  front  lot:  line,  or  along  the  front  of  the  building  where  it  is  set 
back  from  such  lot  line,  by  at  least  one  of  the  following  methods: 

1.     Variation  of  the  upper  limit  of  the  front  elevation  of  the  building,  at

SEC.  150.     Off-street  Parking  and  Loading  Requirements. 

(a)  General .     This  Article  1.5  is  intended  to  assure  that  off-street  parking 
and  loading  facilities  are  provided  in  amounts  and  in  a  manner  that  will  be 
consistent  with  the  objectives  and  policies  of  the  San  Francisco  Master  Plan,  as 
part  of  a  balanced  transportation  system  that  makes  suitable  provision  for  use  of 
both  private  vehicles  and  transit.     With  respect  to  off -street  parking,  this 
Article  is  intended  to  require  needed  facilities  but  discourage  excessive 
amounts  of  parking,  to  avoid  adverse  affects  upon  surrounding  areas  and  uses, 

and  to  encourage  effective  use  of  public  transit  as  an  alternative  to  travel 
by  private  automobile. 

(b)  Spaces  required.     Off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces,  according  to 
the  requirements  stated  in  this  Article  1.5,  shall  be  provided  for  any  structure 
constractsd,  and  any  use  established,  whether  public  or  private,  after  the  original 
effective  data  of  any  such  requiremem:  applicable  to  such  structure  or  use. 

(c)  Additions  to  structures  and  uses. 

1.  For  any  structure  or  use    lawfully  existing  on  such  effective  date, 
off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces  need  be  provided  only  in  ■::he  rase 
of  a  major  addition  to  such  structure  or  use,  and  only  in  the  quantity 
required  for  the  major  addition  itself.     Any  lawful  deficiency  in 
off-street  parking  or  loading  spaces  existing  on  such  effective  date  may 
be  carried  forward  for  the  structure  or  use,  apart  from  such  major 
addition. 

2.  For  these  purposes  a  ma] or  addition  is  hereby  defined  as  any  enlargement, 
alteration,  change  of  occupancy  or  increase  m  intensity  of  use  which 
would  increase  the  number  of  off-street  parking  spaces  required  for 
dwelling  -mits  by  one  or  more  spaces;  which  would  increase  the  number  of 
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off-street  parking  spaces  required  for  uses  other  than  dwelling  units  by 
at  least  fifteen  (IS)  per  cent  or  by  at  least  five  (3)   spaces,  whichever 
is  greater;  or  which  would  increase  the  requirement  for  off-street 
loading  spaces  by  at  least  fifteen  (15)  per  cent. 
3.     Successive  additions  made  after  the  effective  date  of  an  off-street 
parking  or  loading  requirement  shall  be  considered  cumulative,  and  at 
the  time  such  additions  become  major  in  their  total,  off-street  parking 
and  loading  spaces  shall  be  provided  as  required  for  such  major  addition. 

(d)  Spaces  to  be  retained.     Once  any  off-street  parking  or  loading  space  has 
been  provided  which  wholly  or  partially  meets  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  such 
off-street  parking  or  loading  space  shall  not  thereafter  be  reduced,  eliminated 
or  made  unusable  in  any  manner. 

(e)  Conditional  use  cases.     When  authorizing  a  conditional  'isa  'under  Section 
303  of  this  Code,  the  City  Planning  Commission  may  require  such  additional 
off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces,  and  apply  such  other  s-candards  in  addition 
to  chose  stated  in  this  Article  1.5,  as  are  in  its  opinion  necessary  to  secure 
the  objectives  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  151.     Schedule  of  Required  Off-Street  Parking  Spaces.  Off-street 
parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  in  the  minimum  quantities  specified  in  the 
following  table,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section  151  of  this  Code.  Where 
off-strset  parking  xs  provided  which  exceeds  certain  amounts  in  relation  to  the 
quantities  specified  in  this  table,  as  set  forth  in  Section  204.3  of  this  Code, 
such  parking  shall  be  classified  not  as  accessory  parking  but  as  either  a 
principal  or  a  conditional  use,  depe.ading  upon  the  'ise  provisions  applicable  to 
the  district  in  which  the  parking  is  located.     In  considering  an  application  for 
a  conditional  'ose  for  any  sucti  parking,  due  to  the  amoxmt  being  provided,  the 
City  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  the  criteria  set  forth  in  Section  157  of 
this  Code .

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SEC.  153.     Roles  for  Calculation,  of  Etequired  Spaces. 

Ca)     In  the  calculation  of  off-street  parking  and  freight  loading  spaces 
required  'jnder  Sections  151  and  152,  the  following  rules  shall  apply: 

1.  In  the  case  of  rai:<ed  uses  in  the  same  structure,  on  the  same  lot  or  in 
the  same  development,  or  more  than  one  type  of  activity  involved  in  the 
same  use,  the  total  requirements  for  off-street  parking  and  loading 
spaces  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  requirements  for  the  various  uses  or 
activities  computed  separately, 

2.  Where  an  initial  quantity  of  floor  area,  rooms,  seats  or  other  form  of 
measurement  is  exempted  from  off-street  parking  or  loading  requirements, 
such  exemption  shall  apply  only  once  to  the  aggregate  of  that  form  of 
measurement.     If  the  initial  exempted  quantity  is  exceeded,  for  either 

a  stracture  or  a  lot  or  a  development ,  the  requirement  shall  apply  to 
the  entire  such  structure,  lot  or  development,  'Jnless  the  contrary  is 
specifically  stated  in  this  Code. 

3.  Where  a  str^acture  or  use  is  divided  by  a  zoning  district  boundary  line, 
the  requirements  as  to  quantity  of  off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces 
shall  be  calculated  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  such  structure  or  use 
located  in  each  zoning  district. 

4.  Where  seats  are  used  as  the  form  of  measurement,  each  twenty-two  C22) 
inches  of  space  on  benches,  pews  and  similar  seating  facilities  shall 
be  considered  one  seat. 

5.  '.'Jhen  -he  calculacion  of  the  required  number  of  off-street  parki.ng  spaces 
results  in  a  fractional  number,  a  fraction  of  one-half  or  sjore  shall  be 
adjusted  to  the  next  higher  whole  number  of  spaces,  and  a  fraction  of 
less  than  one-half  may  be  disregarded. 

(b)  The  requirements  for  off-street  parking  and  loading  for  any  use  not 
specifically  mentioned  in  Sections  151  and  152  shall  be  the  same  as  for  a  use 
specified  which  is  similar,  as  determined  by  the  Zoning  Administrator. 

SSC.  154.     M-Lnimum  Dimensions  for  Required  Qff-Street  Parking  and  Freight 
Loading  Spaces. 

( a )     Parking  spaces . 

1.     avery  required  off-street  parking  space  shall  have  a  minimum  area  of 
160  square  feet,  except  as  specified  in  paragraph  (a) 2  below.  Every

SEC.  155.     General  Standards  as  to  Location  and  Arrangement  of  Off-5traet 
Parking  and  Freight  Loading  Facilities.     Required  off-street  parking  and  freight 
loading  facilities  shall  meet  the  following  standards  as  to  location  and 
arrangement.     In  addition,  facilities  which  are  not  required  but  are  actually 
provided  shall  meet  the  following  standards  unless  such  standards  are  stated  to 
be  applicable  solely  to  required  facilities.     In  application  of  the  standards  of 
this  Code  for  off-street  parking  and  loading,  reference  may  be  made  to  provisions 
of  ot-her  portions  of  the  Municipal  Code  concerning  off-street  parking  and  loading 
facilities,  and  to  standards  of  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  of  the  Department  of 
P'iblic  ^'lorks.     Final  authority  for  the  application  of  such  standards  under  this 
Code,  and  for  adoption  of  regulations  and  interpretations  in  furtherance  of  the 
stated  provisions  of  this  Code  shall,  however,  rest  with  the  Department  of  City 
Planning. 

(a)     Every  reqiiired  off-street  parking  or  loading  space  shall  be  located 
on  the  same  lot  as  che  use  ser/ed  by  it,  except  as  provided  in  Sections  159, 
150  and  151  of  this  Code. 

Co)     Every  raq-uired  off-straet  parking  or  loadi.ag  space  shall  be  located 
Lt  its  entirety  within  t-he  lot  lines  of  private  property. 

(c)     Every  off-street  parki.ng  or  loading  space  shall  have  adequate  means 
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of  Ingrass  from  and  egress  to  a  street  or  alley.     Every  reqiiired  off-street 
parking  or  loading  space  shall  be  independently  accessible,  with  the  exception 
of  a  parking  space  for  a  minor  second  dwelling  unit  in  an  SH-1  (S)  district. 
Access  to  off-street  loading  spaces  shall  be  from  alleys  in  preference  to  streets 
Adequate  reservoir  space  shall  be  provided  on  private  property  for  entrance  of 
vehicles  to  off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces. 

id)     The  internal  layout  of  off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces,  driveways 
aisles  and  maneuvering  areas  shall  be  according  to  acceptable  standards,  and  all 
spaces  shall  be  clearly  marked. 

(e)  For  each  twenty-five  (25)  off-street  parki-ag  spaces  provided,  one  such 
space  shall  be  designed  and  designated  for  handicapped  persons. 

(f)  For  each  twenty  (20)  off-street  parking  spaces  provided,  one  space 
shall  be  provided  for  parking  of  a  bicycle. 

(g)  Off-street  parking  and  loading  facilities  shall  be  arranged  so  as  to 
prevent  encroachments  upon  sidewalk  areas  and  adjacent  properties,  in  the 
maneuvering,  standing  and  storage  of  vehicles,  by  means  of  the  layout  of 
facilities  and  by  use  of  bumper  or  wheel  guards  or  such  other  devices  as  are 
necessoiry. 

(h)  Driveways  crossing  sidewalks  shall  be  no  wider  than  necessary  for 
ingress  and  egress,  and  shall  be  arranged,  to  the  extent  practical,  so  as  to 
mi.-iimize  the  width  and  frequency  of  curb  outs,  to  ma.ximize  the  number  and  size 
of  on-street  parking  spaces  available  to  the  public,  and  to  mi.nimize  conflicts 
•vit.h  pedestrian  and  transit  movements. 

(i)  Every  off-street  parking  or  loading  facility  shall  be  suitably  graded, 
surfaced,  drained  and  maintained. 

( j )     Off-street  parking  and  loading  spaces  shall  not  occupy  any  required 
open  space,  except  as  specified  in  Section  136  of  this  Code. 

(k)     No  area  credited  as  all  or  part  of  a  required  off-street  parking 
space  shall  also  be  credited  as  all  or  part  of  a  raq\aired  off-street  loading 
space,  or  'ised  as  all  or  part  of  an  unrequired  off-street  loading  space.  No 
area  credited  as  all  or  part  of  a  required  off -street  loading  space  shall  also 
be  credited  as  all  or  part  of  a  required  off-street  parking  space,  or  used  as 
ail  or  part  of  an  'jnraquired  off-street  parking  space. 

(1)     Any  off-straet  freight  loading  area  located  within  fifty  (50)   feet  of 
any  ?.  district  shall  be  completely  enclosed  withi.a  a  building  if  such  freight 
loadi.ig  area  is  used  in  regular  night  operation. 
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SEC.  156.     Parking  Lot3. 

(a)  A  parking  lot  is  hereby  defined  as  an  off-street  open  area  or  portion 
::iiereof  solely  for  the  parking  of  passenger  automobiles.     Such  an  area  or  portion 
shall  be  considered  a  parking  lot  whether  or  not  on  the  same  lot  as  another  use, 
whether  or  not  reqioired  by  this  Code  for  any  structure  or  use ,  and  whether 
classified  as  an  accessory,  principal  or  conditional  use. 

(b)  Where  parking  lots  are  specified  in  Article  2  of  this  Code  as  a  use 
for  which  conditional  'jse  approval  is  reqxaired  in  a  certain  district,  such 
conditional  use  approval  shall  be  required  only  for  such  parking  lots  in  such 
district  as  are  not  qualified  as  accessory  uses  under  Section  204.5  of  this  Code. 
The  provisions  of  this  Section  156  shall,  however,  apply  to  all  parking  lots 
whet.-ier  classified  as  accessory,  principal  or  conditional  uses. 

(o)     In  considering  any  application  for  a  conditional  use  for  a  parking  lot 
for  a  specific  use  or  uses,  where  che  amount  of  parking  provided  exceeds  the 
amount  classified  as  accessory  parking  in  Section  204.5  of  this  Code,  the  City 
Planni.ag  Commission  shall  consider  the  criteria  set  forth  in  Section  15  7. 

(d)     Any  parking  lot  for  the  parking  of  two  (2)   or  more  automobiles  which 
adjoins  a  lot  in  any  R  district,  or  which  faces  a  lot  in  any  R.  district  across  a 
street  or  alley,  shall  be  screened  from  view  therefrom,  except  at  driveways 
necessary  for  ingress  and  egress,  by  a  solid  fence,  a  solid  wall,  or  a  compact 
evergreen  hedge,  not  less  than  four  (4)   feet  in  height. 

Ce)     Any  parking  lot  for  the  parking  of  ten  (10)  or  mors  automobiles  within 
the  C-3-0,  C-3-R  or  C-3-G  dis-rict  shall  be  screened  from  view  from  every  street, 
a.xcep-  at  driveways  necessary  for  i.ngress  and  egress,  by  a  solid  f  a.nce ,  a  solid 
wall,  or  a  compact  evergreen  hedge,  not  less  than  four  (4)   feet  in  height. 

(f)  All  artificial  lighting  used  to  illuminate  a  parking  lot  for  any  number 
of  automobiles  in  any  R.  district  or  C  district  shall  be  so  arranged  that  all 
direct  rays  from  such  lighting  fall  entirely  within  such  parking  lot, 

(g)  Mo  parking  loc  for  any  number  of  automobiles  shall  have  conducted  upon 
it  any  dead  storage  or  dismantling  of  vehicles,  or  any  repair  or  servicing  of 
vehicles  other  than  of  an  emergency  nature. 

SEC.  157.     Conditional  Use  Applications  for  Parking  Exceeding  Accessory 
Amou.nts:     Additional  Criteria.     I.t.  consideri.ng  any  application  for  a  conditional 
use  for  parking  for  a  specific  use  or  uses,  where  the  amoun-  of  parking  provided 
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exceeds  Tihe  amount  classified  as  accessory  parking  in  Section  204.5  of  this  Code, 
the  City  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  the  following  criteria  in  addition 
to  ihose  stated  in  Section  303  (.c)   and  elsewhere  in  this  Code: 

Ca)     Demonstration  that  trips  to  the  use  or  uses  to  be  served,  and  the 
apparent  demand  for  additional  parking,  cannot  be  satisfied  by  the  amount  of 
parking  classified  by  this  Code  as  accessory,  by  transit  service  which  exists  or 
is  likely  to  be  provided  in  the  foreseeable  future ,  by  car -pool  arrangements ,  by 
nore  efficient  use  of  existing  on-street  and  off-street  parking  available  in  the 
area,  and  by  other  iieans; 

(b)     The  absence  of  potential  detrimental  affects  of  the  proposed  parking 
upon  die  surrounding  area,  especially  through  unnecessary  demolition  of  sound 
striicturss,  contribution  to  traffic  congestion,  or  disruption  of  or  conflict 
with  transit  ser/ices; 

(.c)     In  the  case  of  uses  other  than  hotising,  li-Tiitation  of  the  proposed 
parking  to  short-term  occupancy  by  visitors  rather  than  long-term  occupancy 
by  employees ;  and 

Cd)     Availability  of  the  proposed  pairking  to  the  general  public  at  times 
when  such  parking  is  not  needed  to  ser/e  the  use  or  uses  for  which  it  is  primarily 
intended. 

SEC.  153.     Major  Parking  Garages  in  C-3  Districts. 

(a)     Statement  of  purpose.     It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Section  co  establish 
a  procedure  by  which  ma^or  parking  garages  proposed  for  downtown  San  Francisco 
nay  be  reviewed  as  to  the  appropriateness  of  their  location  and  arrangamen-c , 
recognizing  the  need  for  continuing  development  of  a  'onifiad  transportation 
system  conveniently  serving  the  downtown  area. 

Co)     Definition  of  major  parking  garage.     A  ma] or  parking  garage  shall  be 
any  garage  for  the  parking  of  passenger  automobiles,  for  short  or  long  term 
periods  and  for  any  ^ise,  which  is  not  classified  as  an  accessory  parking  facility 
under  Section  204.5  of  this  Code. 

[:)     Review  by  City  Planning  Commission.     I^view  of  the  location  and  design 
of  any  major  parking  garage  In  a  C-3  district  by  the  City  Planni.ig  Commission, 
either  as  a  conditional  use  under  Section  303  of  this  Code  or  upon  referral  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  any  other  agency,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
criteria  set  forth  below. 
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Cd)     Criteria  for  rsview.     The  following  criteria  shall  be  considered,  in 
addition  to  those  stated  in  Section  303(c)  of  this  Code,  and  those  stated  in 
Section  13  7  of  this  Code  when  applicable: 

1.  Accessibility  to  the  area  of  the  proposed  sire  and  to  the  proposed 
parking  garage  itself,   from  freeway  ramps  or  from  major  thoroughfares; 

2.  Convenient  service  to  areas  of  concentrated  development,  particularly 
those  within  the  C-3-0  and  C-3-R  districts,  by  location  of  the 
proposed  parking  garage  near  or  adjacent  to  but  not  inside  such 
concentrated  areas ; 

3.  Minimization  of  conflict  of  the  proposed  parking  garage  with  pedestrian 
movements  and  amenities,  resulting  from  the  placement  of  driveways  and 
ramps,  the  breaking  of  continuity  of  shopping  facilities  along 
sidewalks,  and  the  drawing  of  traffic  through  areas  of  heavy  pedestrian 
concentration; 

4.  The  ser'/ice  patterns  of  other  forms  of  transportation; 
3.     The  Transportation  Slement  of  the  Master  Plan;  and 

5.  Such  other  criteria  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  in  the  circumstances 
of  the  particular  case. 

SEC.  139.  Required  Off -Street  Par.king  Mot  on  the  Same  Lot  as  the  Structure 
or  Use  Served. 

(a)  Required  off-street  parici-ig  spaces  for  one-family  and  two-family 
dwellings  m  X  districts  shall  be  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  dwelling  ser'/ed, 
or  in  a  community  garage  as  described  i.-i  Section  209.7(a)  of  this  Code. 

(b)  Required  off -street  parking  spaces  for  all  other  dwelli.ngs  shall  be 
located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  dwelling  served,  as  an  accessory  iss;  or  within 
a  walking  distance  of  300  faet,  as  either  a  principal  or  a  conditional  'ose, 
depending  upon  the  use  provisions  applicable  to  the  district  in  which  such 
parking  is  located. 

(c)  .Required  off-street  parking  spaces  for  all  uses  other  than  dwelli.igs 
shall  be  located  on  the  same  lot  as  the  use  served,  as  an  accessory  use;  or 
Within  a  walking  distance  of  3C0  feet,   as  either  a  pri.icipal  or  a  -onditional 
use,  dependi.ig  upon  the  'isa  provisions  applicable  to  the  district  in  which  suc.n 
parking  is  located. 

(d)  Walking  distance  for  purposes  of  subsections   (b)   and  (c)   above  shall 
mean  the  distance  from  an  outside  entrance  of  a  structure  or  use  or  part  thereof. 
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to  each  off-street  parlcing  space  assigned  to  such  structure  or  use  or  part 
thereof,  along  the  shortest,  inost  convenient  pedestrian  walkway  open  to  the 
user  or  -jsers  of  such  off-street  paricing  space. 

Ca)     In  order  co  be  credited  coward  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  any 
off-street  ?ar;<ing  space  located  as  above  on  a  lot  other  than  "he  lot  on  which 
the  structure  or  use  to  be  served  is  located  must  be  available  for  the  actual 
lifetime  of  the  stracture  or  use  to  be  ser^/ed.     Such  availability  shall  be 
assured  either  by  ownership  of  both  the  lot  containing  the  structure  or  use  to 
be  served  and  the  lot  containing  the  off-street  parking  space  by  at  least  one 
common  owner,  or  by  a  lease  or  other  instrument  providing  for  the  availability 
of  the  parking  space  for  not  lass  than  the  actual  lifetime  of  the  structure  or 
use  to  be  served;  an  attested  copy  of  any  such  instrument  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Department  of  City  Planning  prior  to  approval  by  said  Department  of  any 
building  pemit  application  affected  by  this  arrangement  for  provision  of 
required  off-strsec  parking.     I.n  addition,  in  either  case,  a  docume.rit  i.n  a 
form  approved  by  the  Ciuy  Aczomey  shall  be  executed  by  the  parties  concerned, 
and  by  the  Zoning  .Administrator,  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Recorder,  servi.ig  as  a  notice  of  the  restrictions  under  this  Code  applying 
both  to  t.he  lot  containing  the  structure  or  use  to  be  served  and  to  the  lot 
containing  the  off-street  parking  space,  by  virtue  of  this  arrangement  for 
provision  of  reqiiired  off-street  parking.

(a)  Collective  provision  of  off-street  parki.ng  spaces  at  the  same  location 
to  niaet  the  requirements  of  this  Code  for  two  or  iiore  structures  or  uses  may  be 
permitted,  where  the  total  quantity  of  spaces  provided  is  at  least  equal  -o  the 
total  of  the  required  spaces  for  all  such  structures  or  uses  when  computed 
separately. 

(b)  Joint  'ise  of  the  same  off-street  parking  spaces  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  this  Code  for  zwo  or  more  structures  or  uses  may  be  permitted, 
where  the  normal  hours  of  operation  of  such  structures  or  -.ises  are  such  as  -o 
assure  the  feasibility  of  such  joint  use  of  parking,  and  where  -he  cotal 
quantity  of  spaces  provided  is  at  least  equal  to  the  total  of  the  required 
spaces  for  the  strictures  or  uses  in  operation  at  any  given  time. 
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Cc)     In  order  to  be  credited  toward  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  any 
off-street  parking  space  made  available  for  collective  or  joint  use  and  located 
on  a  lot  other  than  the  lot  on  which  the  structure  or  use  to  be  served  is 
located  must  be  available  for  the  actual  lifetime  of  the  str^acture  or  use  to  be 
sar-i/ed,  and  such  availability  shall  be  assured  in  the  manner  provided  for  in 
Section  159(e)  above.     In  addition,  in  the  case  of  joint  use  of  parking,  an 
attested  copy  of  a  contract  aniong  all  the  parties  concerned  setting  forth  their 
agreement  to  such  joint  use  shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  of  City 
Planning  prior  to  approval  by  said  Department  of  any  building  permit  application 
affected  by  the  arrangement  for  joint  use  of  parking,  and  in  any  such  case  a 
notice  of  restrictions  upon  the  affected  properties  shall  be  executed  and 
recorded  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  Section  159(e)  above,  making  specific 
reference  to  said  contract  and  describing  the  arrangement  for  joint  use  of 
parking . 

SHC.  151.     Exemptions  from  Off-Street  Parking  and  Loading  Requirements. 
The  following  exemptions  shall  apply  as  to  the  schedules  of  required  off-street 
parking  and  loading  spaces  set  forth  in  Sections  151  and  152  of  this  Code.  These 
provisions,  as  exemptions,  shall  be  narrowly  constrjed. 

(a)  No  off-street  parking  shall  be  required  for  a  one-family  or  two-family 
dwelling  where  the  lot  on  which  such  dwelling  is  located  is  entirely  inaccessible 
by  automobile  because  of  topographic  conditions. 

(b)  Mo  off-street  loading  shall  be  required  where  access  to  the  lot 

cannot  be  provided  other  than  by  means  of  a  driveway  across  a  sidewalk  twenty-five 
(25)    feet  or  more  in  width  from  the  curb  to  the  front  lot  line  which  would  cause 
serious  disruption  to  pedestrian  traffic. 

(c)  In  recognition  of  the  compact  and  congested  nature  of  the  downtown 
area,  the  accessibility  of  this  area  by  public  transit,  and  programs  for 
provision  of  public  par-king  facilities  on  an  organized  basis  at  specific 
locations,  no  off-street  parking  shall  be  required  for  any  use,  other  than 
dwellings  where  a  requirement  is  specified,  in  any  C-3  district. 

(d)  In  recognition  of  the  small  scale  of  development,  the  desirability 

of  retention  and  conversion  of  many  existi.ng  buildings  of  established  character, 
t.he  need  to  relieve  congestion,  and  the  provision  of  public  parking  facilities 
on  an  organized  basis  at  specific  locations,  no  off-street  parking  shall  be 
required  for  any  use  other  than  dwellings  i.n  Washington-Broadway  Special  Use 
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Distric-cs  Mumbers  1  aad  2  as  described  in  Section  239  of  this  Code,  where  -he 
size  of  the  lot  does  r.ot  exceed  20,000  square  feet. 

Ce)     In  recognition  of  the  close  neighborhood  orientation  of  the  'jses 
provided  for  in  Residential-Commercial  Combined  districts  of  high  density,  no 
off-street  parking  shall  be  required  for  any  principal  use  in  an  RC-4  district 
for  which  the  form  of  measurement  is  occupied  floor  area,  where  the  occupied 
floor  area  of  such  'ise  does  not  exceed  10,000  square  feet. 

Cf)     In  recognition  of  the  policies  set  forth  in  The  Plan  for  the 
Mortheastem  Waterfront,  a  part  of  the  Master  Plan,  the  unique  nature  of  the 
area  and  the  difficulty  of  providing  vehicular  access  thereto,  the  City 
Planning  Commission  in  specific  cases  may  determine  an  appropriate  reduction  in 
off-street  parking  req'oiraments  in  the  Morthem  Waterfront  Special  Cse  District 
Mumber  1  as  described  m  Section  240.1  of  this  Code,  in  authorizing  any 
conditional  'Jse  under  that  Section.     In  consideri.-.g  any  such  reduction,  the 
City  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  the  following  criteria: 

1.  The  anticipated  parking  demand  to  be  generated  by  the  particular  use 
contemplated; 

2.  Accessibility  to  the  proposed  site  from  freeway  ramps  or  from  major 
thoroughfares; 

3.  Minimization  of  conflict  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian  movements; 

4.  The  service  patterns  of  forms  of  transportation  other  than  the 
automobile ; 

3.     The  pattern  of  land  uses  and  the  availability  of  parking  in  the 
vicinity ; 

5.  The  policies  set  forth  i.n  The  Plan  for  the  Mortheastem  Waterfront, 
includi.ng  policies  concemi.ng  the  relative  emphasis  that  should  be 
given  to  pedestrian  and  vehicular  T.ovement;  and 

7.     Such  other  criteria  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  in  the  circumstamces 
of  the  particular  case. 

Cg)     I.n  i.nstances  i.n  which  all  public  agencies  involved  have  certified  by 
resolution  that  the  requirements  of  this  Code  will  be  satisfied  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  public  off-street  parking  facilities  constructed  or  aut.hcrized  to  be 
constr-JCtad  for  a  special  assessment  district  or  upon  any  other  basis,  off-stree 
oarki.ng  required  for  individual  buildi.ngs  and  'ises  T^y  be  correspondingly 
reduced  if  the  total  off-street  parking  supply  in  the  area  will  nevertheless 
:neet  the  requirements  of  this  Code  for  all  buildings  and  uses  in  t.he  area.

This  Code  is  not  intended  to  repeal,  abrogate,  annul  or  in  any  way  ::.mpair  or 
interfere  with  any  existiig  provisions  of  law,  ordinance  or  the  San  Francisco

Cc)     Mo  required  open  space,  off-street  parking  space  or  loading  space 
existing  or  hereafter  provided  about,  in  or  on  any  structure  shall  be  reduced 
below  the  minimum  requirements  therefor  set  forth  in  this  Code ,  or  further  reduce 
if  already  less  than  said  minimum' requirements.    No  required  ope.a  space,  off-stre 
par.king  space  or  loading  space  existing  or  hereafter  provided  for  a  structure  or 
use  and  necessary  to  meet  or  meet  partially  che  raqTjirements  of  this  Code  for 
such  structure  or  use  shall  be  considered  as  all  or  part  of  the  required  open 
space,  off-street  parking  space  or  loading  space  required  for  any  other  strucfjrs 
or  use,  except  as  provided  in  Section  150  for  the  collective  provision  or  ;oint 
'ise  of  parking. 
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SEC.  173.     Compliance  of  Lots  Required. 

(a)  Mo  lot  shall  be  creared  or  reduced  so  as  to  be  smaller  in  dimension  or 
area  than  allowed  by  t.hi3  Code ,  or  further  reduced,  if  already  smaller  in  dimension 
or  area  than  allowed  by  this  Code ,  or  created  or  modified  so  as  to  omit ,  remove 

or  reduce  the  frontage  or  access  required  by  this  Code. 

(b)  Mo  lot  shall  be  created  or  reduced  in  relation  to  any  structure  thereon 
so  as  to  produce  a  violation  of  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  Code,  or  be  further 
reduced  in  relation  to  any  structure  thereon  if  already  below  such  requirements 

in  relation  to  such  structure. 

SEC.  174.     Compliance  with  Conditions ,  Stipulations  and  Special  Restrictions 
Req'jar ad.     Every  condition,  Suipiilation,  special  restriction  and  other  limitation 
imposed  by  administrative  actions  pursuant  to  this  Code ,  whether  such  actions  are 
discretionary  or  ministerial,  shall  be  complied  with  in  the  development  and  use 
of  land  and  structures.     .\11  such  conditions,  stipulations,  special  restrictions 
and  other  limitations  shall  become  requirements  of  this  Code,  and  failure  to 
comply  with  any  such  condition,  stipulation,  special  restriction  or  other 
limitation  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Code.  Such 
conditions ,  stipulations ,  special  restrictions  and  other  limitations  shall  include 
but  not  be  limited  to  the  following : 

(a)  Conditions  prescribed  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  and  the  City  Planning 
Commission,  and  by  the  3oard  of  Permit  Appeals  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
appeal ,  in  actions  on  permits ,  licenses ,  conditional  uses  and  variances ,  and  in 
other  actions  pursuant  to  their  authority  under  this  Code. 

(b)  Stipulations  upon  which  any  reclassification  of  property  prior  to 
"Aa-Y  2,  1960,  was  made  contingent  by  action  of  the  City  Planning  Commission, 
where  the  property  was  developed  as  stipulated  and  the  stipulations  as  no  the 
character  of  improvements  are  more  restrictive  than  the  requirements  of  this 
Code  that-  are  otherwise  applicable.     Any  such  stipulations  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  affect  under  this  Code. 

(c)  Special  restrictions  prescribed  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  in  actions 
on  permits  pursuant  to  the  authority  prescribed  by  this  Code ,  and  Ln  the 
performance  of  ot.her  powers  and  duties  to  secure  compliance  with  this  Code. 

SEC.  173.     Approval  of  Permits.

and  no  permit  or  license  shall  be  issued  by  any  City  department,  which  would 
authorize  a  new  use,  a  change  of  use  or  maintenance  of  an  existing  use  of  any 
land  or  structure  contrary  co  the  provisions  of  chis  Code. 

(b)  such  applicacion,  permit  or  license  shall  be  approved  or  issued  by 
any  City  department;  for  the  construc-cion ,  recons-ruction,  enlargement,  alteration 
relocation  or  occupancy  of  any  structure  if  the  construction  or  other  activities 
that  would  be  authorized  by  the  requested  permit  or  license  wo\ald  not  conform 

in  all  respects  to  this  Code,  or  if  the  structure  or  any  feature  thereof  is 
designed,  constructed,  arranged,  maintained  or  intended  to  be  used  for  a  purpose 
or  in  a  manner  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 

(c)  Mo  such  application,  permit  or  lice.nse  shall  be  approved  or  issued  by 
any  City  department  for  zb.e  construction,  reconstruction,  enlargement,  alteration 
relocation  or  occupancy  of  any  land  or  structure  if  the  loc  on  which  the  'use  or 
structure  is  or  will  be  situated  has  been  created,  reduced  or  maintained  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Code.     This  prohibition  shall  apply  to  all  lots 
involved  in  any  change  of  lot  lines  that  caused  any  of  said  lots  to  be  created 

or  reduced  in  dimension  or  area,  or  in  relation  to  any  structure  thereon, 
contrary  1:0  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  regardless  of  whether  one  or  more  of 
the  lots  involved  remained  in  compliance  with  such  provisions. 

(d)  Motwithstanding  the  limitations  of  subsections   (a) ,    (b)   and  (c)  of  this 
Section ,  minor  alterations ,  maintenance  and  repairs  shall  be  permitted  for  any 
such  stricture  where  ordered  by  an  appropriate  public  official  zo  correct 
immediate  hazards  to  health  or  safety,  and  only  for  that  purpose. 

(e)  Permits  for  signs  shall  be  further  regulated  by  the  provisions  of 
Section  504  of  this  Code. 

S2C.  175.     Snf orcament  Against  Violations . 

(a)     Violations  'anlawf-il.     kny  'ose ,  structure,  lot,  feature  or  condition 
in  violation  of  this  Code  is  hereby  found  and  declared  to  be  'onlawful  and  a 
public  nuisance.     Should  any  permit  or  license  have  been  issued  that  was  not  then 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code,  such  permit  or  license  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

Cb)     Methods  of  enforcement.     The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  have  authority 
to  e.nforce  this  Code  against  violations  thereof  by  any  of  the  following  actions: 
1.     Sar'/ing  notice  requiring  the  cessation,  removal  or  correction  of  any 
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violation  of  this  Code  upon  the  owner,  agent  or  tenant  of  the  property 
that  is  the  subject  of  the  violation,  or  upon  the  architect,  builder, 
contractor  or  other  person  who  commits  or  assists  in  such  violation; 

2.  Calling  upon  the  City  Attorney  to  maintain  an  action  for  injunction  to 
restrain  or  abatement  to  cause  the  correction  or  removal  of  any  such 
violation,  and  for  assessment  and  recovery  of  a  civil  penalty  for  such 
violation; 

3.  Calling  upon  the  District  Attorney  to  institute  criminal  proceedings 
in  enforcement  of  this  Code  against  any  such  violation;  and 

4.  Calling  upon  the  Chief  of  Police  and  authorized  agents  to  assist  in 
the  enforcement  of  this  Code. 

tc)     Penalties . 

1.  Any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  corporation,  company,  association, 
society,  group  or  other  person  or  legal  entity  that  violates  any 
provision  of  this  Code  shall  be  liable  for  a  civil  penalty,  not  to 
exceed  Five  Hundred  Dollars   (5500)   for  each  day  such  violation  is 
committed  or  permitted  to  continue,  which  penalty  shall  be  assessed  and 
recovered  in  a  civil  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  the  City  Attorney  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.     Any  penalty  assessed  and  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Frsmcisco. 

2.  Any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  corporation,  company,  association, 
society,  group  or  other  person  or  legal  entity  that  violates  any 
provision  of  this  Code  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred 
Dollars   (5500)  or  be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  C5)  months 
of  be  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned,     Sach  day  such  violation  is  committed 
or  permitted  to  continue  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense  and  shall 

be  punishable  as  such  hereunder. 


SEC.  130.     ^tonconf orming  '-"ses,  Moncomplying  3trucT:ur3s  and  Substandard  Lo~3 
of  Record:     General.     The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  nonconforming  uses, 
noncomplying  structures  and  substandard  lots  of  record: 

Ca)     Such  uses,  structures  and  lots  are  hereby  defined  as  follows: 

1.     A  nonconforniing  use  is  a  use  which  existed  lawfully  ac  t.he  affective 
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data  of  tills  Code,  or  of  amendments  thereto,  and  which  fails  to  conform, 
to  one  or  more  of  the  use  limitations  under  Articles  2  and  5  of  this 
Code  that  then  became  applicable  for  the  district  in  which  the  property 
is  located. 

2.  A  noncomplying  structure  is  a  structure  which  existed  lawfully  at  the 
effective  date  of  this  Code,  or  of  amendments  thereto,  and  which  fails 
to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  the  regulations  for  structures ,  including 
requirements  for  off-street  parking  and  loading,  under  Articles  1.2, 
1.5,  2.5  and  6  of  this  Code,  that  then  became  applicable  to  the  property 
on  which  the  structure  is  located. 

3.  A  substandard  lot  of  record  is  a  lot  which  existed  lawfully  at  the 
affective  data  of  any  raquirament  of  this  Code  applicable  thereto  for 
minimum  lot  width  or  araa  Con  December  26 ,  1945 ,  or  through  subsequent 
amendmenrs)  ,  and  •.'/hich  fails  to  meet  one  or  more  of  such  requirements. 
Any  lot  existing  and  recorded  as  a  separate  parcel  in  the  office  of  the 
Assessor  or  the  Recorder  at  such  effective  data  shall  be  deemed  to  be 

a  lot  of  racord  under  this  Code  as  of  such  date.     Any  lot  created  by 
merger  of  such  existing  lots  of  racord  or  parts  thereof  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  establish  a  lesser  number  of  lots ,  each  having  an  increased  araa 
with  no  reduc-cion  in  width,  or  an  increased  width  with  no  reduction  in 
araa,  or  both  an  increased  area  and  an  increased  width,  shall  also  be 
deemed  to  be  a  lot  of  record  mder  this  Code  as  of  the  date  of  such 
merger. 

(b)     Such  '-Lses,  strucnures  and  lots,  i.i  failing  to  meet  applicable 
raquirements  of  this  Code,  are  incompatible  with  the  purposes  of  this  Code  and 
wxth  other  uses,  striuctures  and  lots  in  the  city,  and  it  is  intended  that  these 
uses ,  structuras  and  lots  shall  be  brought  into  compliance  with  this  Code  as 
quickly  as  the  fair  interests  of  the  partias  will  permit. 

Cc)     Motwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Code,  such  uses,  structuras 
and  lots  may  be  continued,  axoapt  as  otherwise  provided  in  Sections  ISO  through 
139,  and  subnact  to  t.he  limitations  of  t-his  Article  1.7. 

(d)     A  mera  change  of  title  or  possession  or  right  of  possession  of  property, 
without  any  other  change  that  is  relevant  to  the  ras-crictions  of  this  Code ,  shall 
not  tarminate  the  stat'us  of  a  nonconforming  use,  noncomplyi.-i.g  structure  or 
substandard  lot  of  racord. 

(a)     Any  structure  or  use  for  which  a  permit  was  lawfiully  granted  prior  to 
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May  2,  196C,  pursuant  to  the  City  Planning  Code  provisions  in  effect  on  that 
date,  and  which  was  thereafter  commenced  and  completed  in  accordance  with  such 
provisions ,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  a  lawfully  existing  structure  or  use 
on  chat  iate.     Any  strucrura  or  'ose  for  which  a  permit  has  been  lawfully  granted 
pursuanc  to  the  provisions  of  this  Code  relating  to  amendments ,  and  which  has 
thereafter  been  commenced  and  completed  in  accordance  with  such  provisions , 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  lawfiiLly  existing  structure  or  use  at  the  time  of  the 
amendment  that  causes  iu  to  become  a  nonoomplying  structure  or  a  nonconforming 
use.

Cg)     Section  506 Cc)   and  other  provisions  of  Article  3  of  this  Code  shall 
regiilata  the  signs  permitted  for  nonconforming  uses.

A  nonconforming  use  shall  not  be  exuended  to  occupy 
additional  space  in  a  structure,  or  additional  land  outside  a  structure,  or  space 
in  another  structure ,  or  to  displace  any  other  use ,  except  as  provided  in 
Section  132. 

Cb)     -A  s-cruct'ura  occupied  by  a  nonconforming  use  shall  not  be  constructed, 
reconstructed  or  altered,  unless  the  result  will  be  alimi.nation  of  the 
nonconforming  '^e,  except  as  provided  in  s'obsactions   (d)   and  (a)   below,  and 
except  as  follows : 

1.     Ordinary  maintenance  and  minor  repairs  shall  be  parmittad  where 

necessary  to  !<eep  the  structure  in  sound  condition,  as  well  as  minor 
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altsrations,  whers  such  work  is  limited  to  replacement  of  existing 
materials  wi;^  similar  materials  placed  in  a  similar  manner. 

2 .  Minor  alterations  shall  be  permitted  where  ordered  by  an  appropriate 
public  official  to  correct  immediate  hazards  to  health  or  safety,  or 

to  carry  out  newly  enacted  retroactive  requirements  essential  to  health 
or  safety. 

3 .  .^Iterations  otherwise  allowed  by  this  Code  shall  be  permitted  for  any 
portion  of  the  structure  that  will  not  thereafter  be  occupied  by  the 
nonconforming  use,  provided  the  nonconforming  use  is  not  enlarged, 
intensified,  extended,  or  moved  to  another  location. 

4.  All  other  alterations  of  a  structural  nature  shall  be  permitted  only  to 
the  axtent  that  the  aggregate  total  cost  of  such  other  structural 
alterations,  as  estimated  by  the  Department  of  Public  works,  is  less 
t.han  one-half  Cl/2)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  improvements  prior 
to  the  first  such  alteration.

i.ncrease  or  craate  any  other  nonconformity  with  respect  to  the  dwelling  'onit 
or  other  housing  'jnit  de.nsity  li.nxitations  of  Section  209.1  or  Section  209.2. 

(d)     ;iotwithstanding  the  forego i.ng  provisions  of  this  Section  131,  a 
structure  occupied  by  a  nonconforming  use  that  is  damaged  or  destroyed  by  f ira , 
or  other  calamity,  or  by  Act  of  3od,  or  by  the  public  enemy,  may  be  restored  to 
its  former  condition  and  use;  provided  that  such  rastoration  is  permitted  by 
the  Buildi.-ig  Code,   and  is  started  withi.n  one  (1)   year  and  diligently  prosacutad 
to  completion.     The  age  of  such  a  structure  for  the  p'orposes  of  Sections  134  and 

S2 


135  shall  nevertheless  be  computed  from  the  date  of  the  original  construction  of 
the  3T;ructure.     Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (a)  below,  no  structure 
occupied  by  a  nonconforming  'osa  that  is  voluntarily  razed  or  required  by  law  to 
be  razad  by  the  owner  thereof  may  thereafter  be  restored  except  in  full 
conformity  with  the  use  limitations  of  this  Code. 

Ce)     In  order  that  major  life  safety  hazards  in  residential  structures  may 
be  eliminated  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  a  structure  containing  dwelling 
units  or  other  housing  units  exceeding  the  number  permitted  by  Section  209.1  or 
Section  209.2  of  this  Code,  and  constructed  of  'onreinforcsd  masonry  that  is 
inconsistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code  effective 
September  11,  194  7,  may  be  voluntarily  razad  and  restored  or  reconstractad  with 
the  same  number  of  reside.ntial  units;  provided  that  there  is  no  increase  in  any 
.lonconformity ,  or  any  new  nonconformity,  with  respect  to  the  use  limitations  of 
this  Code;  provided  further  that  the  current  requirements  of  the  Building  Code, 
the  Housing  Code  and  other  applicable  portions  of  the  Municipal  Code  ara  met; 
and  provided  further  that  such  restoration  or  reconstruction  is  started  within 
one  CI)  year  after  razing  or  other  demolition  work  on  the  structure  and 
diligently  prosecuted  to  completion. 

SEC.  132.     Nonconforming  Uses;     Changes  of  Use.     The  following  provisions 
shall  apply  to  nonconforming  uses  with  respect  to  changes  of  use: 

(a)  A  nonconforming  use  shall  not  be  changed  or  modified  so  as  to  increase 
the  degree  of  nonconformity  under  the  use  limitations  of  this  Code,  with  raspect 
to  the  type  of  'ise  or  its  intensity.     The  degree  of  nonconformity  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  increased  if  the  new  or  modified  'ose  is  less  widely  permitted  by  zhe  use 
districts  of  the  city  than  the  nonconforming  use  existing  immediately  prior 
thereto . 

(b)  A  nonconforming  use  may  be  changed  to  another  use  listad  in  Article  2 
of  this  Code  as  a  principal  use  for  the  district  in  which  the  existing  use  would 
first  be  permitted  as  a  principal  use,  or  reduced  in. size,  extent  or  intensity, 
or  changed  to  a  use  that  is  more  widely  permitted  by  the  use  districts  of  the 
city  than  tha  axisti.ng  use,  subject  to  the  other  applicable  provisions  of  this 
Code.     Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  however,  the  new  use  shall  still  be 
classified  as  a  nonconforming  use. 

Cc)     A  nonconforming  'ise  may  be  changed  to  a  use  listed  in  Article  2  of 
this  Code  as  a  conditional  use  for  the  district  in  which  the  property  is  located. 
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subject  10  the  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code,  without  the  necessity 
of  specific  authorization  by  -die  City  Planning  Commission  except  where  major 
work  on  a  structure  is  involved,  and  the  new  use  may  thereafter  be  continued  as 
a  permitted  conditional  use,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  Section  303(f)  of 
this  Code. 

(d)  A  nonconforaiing  use  nay  be  changed  to  a  use  listed  in  Article  2  of 
this  Code  as  a  principal  use  for  the  district  in  which  the  property  is  located, 
subject  to  the  other  applicable  provisions  of  this  Code,  and  the  new  use  may 
thexsaf tar  be  continued  as  a  permitted  principal  use . 

(e)  A  nonconforming  use  in  an  R  district  subject  to  termination  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  135  of  this  Code  may  be  converted  to  a  dwelling  unit 
without  regard  to  the  requirements  of  this  Code  with  respect  to  dwelling  'Jnit 
density  'Jnder  Article  2,  dimensions,  areas  and  open  spaces  -jnder  Article  1.2,  or 
off-street  parking  under  Article  1.5,  provided  the  nonconforming  'use  is 
eliminated  by  such  conversion,  provided  further  that  the  structure  is  not  enlarged, 
exrended  or  moved  to  another  location,  and  provided  f^orther  that  the  requirements 
of  the  3uilding  Code,  the  Housing  Code  and  other  applicable  portions  of  the 
Municipal  Code  are  met. 

(f)  Once  a  nonconforming  use  has  been  changed  to  a  principal  or  conditional 
use  permit-ed  in  the  district  in  which  the  property  is  located,  or  brought  closer 
in  any  other  manner  to  conformity  with  the  use  limitations  of  this  Code,  the  use 
of  the  property  may  not  thereafter  be  ret^lmed  to  its  former  nonconforming 
status. 

Cgl     If  a  nonconforming  use  has  been  '/irrongfuliy  changed  to  another  use  in 
violation  of  any  of  zhe  foregoing  provisions,  and  t.he  violation  is  not  immediately 
corrected  when  required  by  the  Zoning  Administrator,  the  wrongful  chajige  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  discontinuance  or  abandonment  of  the  nonconforming  use  under 
Section  133  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  133.     Monconforming  "Jses :     Siscontinuance  and  Abandonment.     'Ivhe.never  a 
.-.onconf ormi.-ig  use  has  been  changed  to  a  conforming  use,  or  discontinued  for  a 
continuous  period  of  three  (3)  years,  or  whenever  there  is  otherwise  evident  a

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SEC.  136.     Exemption  of  Limited  Commercial  Nor.conf onoing  Uses.     The  purpose 
of  this  Section  is  to  provide  for  the  further  continuance  in  R  districts  of 
-loncon forming  uses  of  a  limited  commercial  character,  as  herein  described,  which 
axe  beneficial  to,  or  can  be  accommodated  within,  the  residential  areas  in  which 
they  are  located.     It  is  hereby  found  and  declared  that,  despite  the  general 
incompatibility  of  nonconforming  'oses  with  the  purposes  of  this  Code,  and  with 
other  nearby  uses ,  these  limited  commercial  uses  may  be  tolerated  in  residential 
cu:eas ,  and  tend  to  provide  convenience  goods  and  services  on  a  retail  basis  to 
meet  the  frequent  and  recurring  needs  of  neighborhood  residents  within  a  short 
distance  of  their  homes.

Accordingly,  this  Section  recognizes  the  public 
advaintages  of  chese  'ises  and  establishes  conditions  for  their  continued 
operation. 

(a)  The  following  nonconforming  uses  in  R  districts  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  termination  provisions  of  Section  135,  provided  such  uses  comply  with  all 
the  conditions  specified  in  subsection  (b)  below: 

1.  In  all  RH  districts  and  in  RM-1  districts:     any  use  that  would  be 
permitted  as  a  principal  or  conditional  use  in  an  RC-1  district. 

2.  In  all  other  RM  districts:     any  use  that  would  be  permitted  as  a 
principal  or  conditional  use  in  an  RC-2  district.

Permits  of  Occupancy 
must  have  been  obtai.ied  prior  to  January  1,  1961,  by  such  shop  or  factory,  and 
any  shop  or  factory  which  failed  to  comply  with  all  applicable  codes  and 
ordinances  prior  to  that  date  shall  have  closed  and  discontinued  all  operations. 

(b)  Garment  shops  and  garment  factories  located  in  an  R  district,  except 
those  having  legal  .lonconf orming  status ,  shall  have  closed  and  ceased  all 
operations  by  January  1,  1961. 

(c)  Garment  shops  and  garment  factories  having  legal  nonconforming  status 
in  R  districts  and  C  districts  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections 
130  through  135  of  this  Code  as  nonconforming  uses.     No  such  'ose  shall  be 
intensified  by  installation  of  additional  machines. 

SEC.  138.     Noncomplying  Structures:     Snlargements ,  Alterations  a.nd 
Reconstruction . 

(a)     Within  the  limitations  of  this  Article  1.7,  and  especially  Sections  172 


89 


and  180  hereof,  a  nonconrolying  structure  as  defined  in  Section  180  may  be 
enlarged,  altered  or  relocated,  or  undergo  a  change  or  intensification  of  use 
in  conformity  with  the  use  limitations  of  this  Code,  provided  that  with  respect 
to  such  strucfjre  there  is  no  increase  in  any  discrepancy,  or  any  new  discrepancy, 
at  any  level  of  the  structure,  between  existing  conditions  on  the  lot  and  the 
reqijirad  standards  for  new  construction  set  forth  in  this  Code,  and  provided  the 
remaining  requirements  of  this  Code  are  met. 

(b)     A  noncomplying  structure  that  is  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire,  or  other 
calamity,  or  by  Act  of  God,  or  by  the  public  enemy,  may  be  restored  to  its  former 
condition;  provided  that  such  restoration  is  permitted  by  the  Building  Code,  and 
is  started  within  one  (1)  year  and  diligently  prosecuted  to  completion.  Except 
as  provided        subsection  (c)  below,  no  noncomplying  structure  that  is  voluntarily 
razed  or  required  by  law  to  be  razed  by  the  owner  thereof  may  thereafter  be 
restored  except  in  full  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  this  Code. 

Co)     In  order  that  major  life  safety  hazards  in  residential  structures 
may  be  eliminated  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  a  noncomplying  structure 
containing  dwelling  units  or  other  housing  'inits,  and  constructed  of  unreinforced 
masonry  that  is  inconsistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  San  Francisco  Building 
Code  effective  September  11,  1947,  may  be  vol'intarily  razed  and  restored  or 
reconstructed  with  the  same  number  of  residential  units;  provided  that  with 
respect  to  such  structure  there  is  no  increase  in  any  discrepancy,  or  any  new 
discrepancy,  at  any  level  of  the  structure,  between  existing  conditions  on  the 
lot  and  the  reqiiired  standards  for  new  construction  set  forth  in  this  Code; 
provided  fijrth.er  that  the  current  requirements  of  the  Building  Code,  the 
.1ousi.ig  Code  and  other  applicable  portions  of  the  Municipal  Code  are  met;  and 
provided  furt.her  that  such  restoration  or  reconstruction  is  started  within  one 
CD  year  after  razi.ig  or  other  demolition  work  on  the  structure  and  diligently 
prosecuted  to  completion. 

SEC.  139.     Substandard  I.ots  of  Record:     Construction  and  Other  Actions.

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the  provisions  of  Secrion  lOS.     The  uses  perniitted  under  this  Code  shall  consist 
of  ziis  following: 

1.  Principal  uses,  permitted  as  of  right  in  each  established  district  where 
listed  for  tnat  class  of  districts  in  this  Article  2 ,  as  regulated 
herein  and  elsewhere  in  this  Code. 

2 .  Conditional  uses ,  permitted  in  each  established  district  when  authorized 
by  the  City  Planning  Connnission  under  Section  303  of  this  Code,  where 
listed  for  that  class  of  districts  in  this  Article  2  and  as  regulated 
herein  and  elsewhere  in  this  Code. 

3.  Accessory  i^ses  for  such  permitted  principal  and  conditional  uses,  as 
defined  and  regulated  in  Sections  204  through  204.3  of  this  Code.  Any 
'jse  not  qijalified  'onder  such  Sections  as  an  accessory  use  shall  be 
classified  as  a  pri-icipal  or  conditional  use. 

(b)  Perniitted  uses  shall  include  in  each  established  district  such  uses 
not  specifically  listed  in  this  Article  2  as  are  from  time  to  tine  determined 
by  the  Zoning  -Administrator  to  be  permitted  uses  i.n  accordance  with  Section 
307(a)  of  this  Code. 

(c)  Mo  use  shall  be  permitted  in  any  R  district,  C  district  or  M-1 
district  which  by  reason  of  its  nature  or  manner  of  operation  creates  condiuions 
that  are  hazardous,  noxious  or  offensive  through  emission  of  odor,  fumes,  smoke, 
cinders,  dust,  gas,  vibration,  glare,  refuse,  water-carried  waste,  or  excessive 
noise. 

(d)  Except  as  specifically  provided  herein  to  zh&  contrary,  the  provisions 
of  this  Article  2  shall  apply  to  all  uses,  properties  and  developments,  both 
public  and  private,  i.ncludi.-ig  chose  of  the  City  and  Cou.n:y  of  San  Francisco. 

SEC.  203.     Effect  on  Certain  P^iblic  Sef/ices.     This  Code  shall  not  limit 
the  temporary  'use  of  any  property  as  a  public  voting  place,  or  the  construction, 
installation  or  operation  by  any  public  agency  or  private  corporation  of  any 
street,  of  any  utility  pipe,   conduit,  or  sewer,  of  any  power,  transmission, 
communication  or  transportation  li.ne,  or  of  i.nciaental  appurtenances  to  any  of 
the  foregoing  when  located  in  a  street,  alley,  utility  easement  or  other 
right-of-way. 
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SEC.  204.     Accessor/  Uses,  General.     Subject  to  the  limitations  set  forth 
in  this  Code,  and  especially  as  specified  in  Sections  204.1  tlirough  204.5,  a 
related  auLnor  use  which  is  either  (a)   necessary  to  the  operation  or  enjoyment 
of  a  lawf'jl  principal  use  or  conditional  use,  or  (b)   appropriate,  Incidental  and 
subordinate  zo  any  such  use ,  shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  when  located 
on  the  same  lot. 

SEC.  204.1.     Accessory  Uses  for  Dwellings  in  R  Districts.     No  use  shall  be 
permitted  as  an  accessory  use  to  a  dwelling  unit  in  any  R  district  which 
involves  or  requires  any  of  the  following : 

(a)  Any  constiruc-cion  features  or  alterations  not  residential  in  character; 

(b)  The  use  of  more  than  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  total  floor  area  of  the 
dwelling  ijnit,  except  i.-i  the  case  of  accessory  off-street  parking  and  loading; 

(c)  The  employment  of  any  person  not  resident  in  the  dwelling  'unit,  other 
Chan  a  domestic  servant,  gardener,  janitor  or  other  person  concerned  in  the 
operation  or  maintenance  of  the  dwelling  'init; 

(d)  Residential  occupancy  by  persons  other  than  those  specified  in  the 
definition  of  family  in  this  Code; 

Ca)     In  RE-ICD),  RH-1  an'd  Stt-iCS)  districts,  the  provision  of  any  room 
for  a  roomer  or  boarder  with  access  other  than  from  within  the  dwelli.ng  unit; 

Cf)  Addition  of  a  building  manager's  unit,  unless  such  'jnit  meets  all  the 
normal  requirements  of  this  Code  for  dwelling  units; 

Cg)     The  aiai.nt3nar.ce  of  a  stock  in  trade,  or  the  use  of  show  windows  or 
wi.-.dow  displays  or  advertising  to  attract:  customers  or  clients;  or 

Ch)     The  conduct  of  a  business  office  open  to  the  public. 

Provided,  however,  chat  subsection  (h)  of  this  Section  shall  not  exclude 
the  maintenance  within  a  dwelling  'unit  of  the  office  of  a  professional  person 
who  resides  cherein,  if  accessible  only  from  within  the  dwelling  unit;  and 
provided,   further,  that  subsection  (g)   shall  not  exclude  the  display  of  signs 
permitted  by  Article  6  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  204.2.     Accessory  "ses  for  'Jses  Other  chan  Dwellings  in  R  Distric-s. 
Mo  use  shall  be  permictad  as  an  accessory  use  to  a  use  other  than  a  dwelling  in 
any  R  district  which  involves  or  requires  amy  of  the  followi.ig:

(a)  The  'ose  of  .uore  zhan  one-fourth  (1/4)  of  the  total  floor  area  occupied 
by  such  use  and  the  principal  or  conditional  use  to  which  it  is  accessory,  except 
ia  the  case  of  accessory  off-street  parking  and  loading; 

(b)  The  use  of  show  windows  or  window  displays  or  advertising  to  attract 
customers  or  clients,  except  for  an  identifying  sign  as  regulated  in  Article  5 
of  this  Code;  or 

Cc)     The  conduct  of  any  activity  of  a  profit-making  or  connnercial  nature, 
except  as  an  integral  part  of  the  permitted  principal  or  conditional  use  where 
sucn  activity  is  expressly  permitted  by  Sections  209.1  through  203.9  of  this 
Code. 

SEC.  204.3.     Accessory  Uses  in  C  Districts. 

Ca)     ;io  -jse  shall  be  pemittsd  as  an  accessory  use  to  a  lawf''jl  pri.acipal 
or  conditional  'use  in  any  C-1  or  C-2  district  which  involves  or  requires  any 
of  the  followi.^g: 

1.  The  total  employment  for  such  accessory  use  of  aore  than  five  (5) 
persons  i.i  a  C-1  district,  or  more  than  ten  (10)  persons  i.n  a  C-2 
district; 

2.  The  'ise  of  any  single  machine  of  more  than  one   (1)  horsepower  in  a 
C-1  district,  or  more  than  two  and  one-half  (2'3)  horsepower  in  a  C-2 
district; 

3.  The  use  of  machi.-ies  in  any  one  establishment  in  an  aggregate  of  more 
than  five   (.5)  horsepower  in  a  C-1  district,  or  more  than  ten  (10) 
horsepower  i.i  a  C-2  district; 

4.  The  'ose  of  more  than  one-fourth  ih)  of  the  total  floor  area  occupied 
by  such  'ose  and  the  principal  or  conditional  'ose  to  which  it  is 
accessory,  except  i.n  the  case  of  accessory  off-street  parking  and 
loadi.-ig;  or 

5.  The  production  of  goods  not  intended  primarily  for  retail  sale  or  use 
on  the  premises. 

Co)     Mo  use  shall  be  permitted  as  an  accessory  use  to  a  lawful  principal 
or  conditional  -ose  i.i  any  C-3  district  which  involves  or  requires  the  use  of 
any  si.ngla  machine  of  more  than  five  (5)  horsepower;  or  the  use  of  more  than 
one- fourth  ih)   of  the  total  floor  area  occupied  by  such  use  and  the  principal 
or  conditional  use  to  which  it  is  accessory,  e.xcept  in  the  case  of  accessory 
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off-strset  parking  and  loading.     Thesa  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  equipment 
or  Mchines  pertaining  intsgrally  to  the  lawful  principal  use  itself. 

SEC.  204.4.     Dwelling  (Jnits  Accessoiry  to  Other  Uses. 

(a)  In  any  R  district  or  C  district,  one  dwelling  unit  to  serve  as  the 
residence  of  a  manager  and  the  manager's  family  shall  be  permitted  as  an 
accessory  'ose  for  any  pemicted  hotel,  motel  or  group  hoxising  structure,  without 
any  such  structure  being  classified  as  a  dwelling  for  purposes  of  this  Code  due 
to  the  presence  of  such  dwelling  unit. 

(b)  In  any  C  district  or  M  district,  dwelling  units  which  are  integrated 
with  the  working  space  of  artists,  artisans  and  other  crafts  persons  shall  be 
permitted  as  an  accessory  'ose  to  such  working  space ,  when  the  occupancy  of  such 
dwelling  'jnits  is  confined  to  persons  and  their  families  using  such  worJcing 
space  as  a  means  of  livelihood,  and  where  the  occupancy  meets  all  applicable 
provisions  of  tiie  3uildi.-ig  Code  and  the  Housing  Code. 

(c)  In  any  .M  district,  one  dwelling  unit  or  other  form  of  habitation  to 
ser'/e  as  the  residence  of  a  caretaker  and  the  caretaker's  family  shall  be 
permitted  as  an  accessory  use  for  any  permitted  principal  or  conditional  use 

in  such  district,  where  the  operation  of  such  use  necessitates  location  of  such 
residence  in  such  district. 

SEC.  204.5.     Parking  and  Loading  as  Accessory  Uses.     In  order  to  be 
classified  as  an  accessory  'ise,  off-street  parking  and  loading  shall  meet  all 
of  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Such  parking  or  loading  facilities  shall  be  located  on  the  same  lot 
as  the  stracture  or  use  served  by  them.     (For  provisions  concerning  required 
parking  on 'a  separate  lot  as  a  principal  or  conditional  use,  see  Sections  156, 
159,  160  and  161  of  this  Code.) 

(b)  Such  parking  or  loading  facilities  shall  be  for  use  by  the  occupants, 
patrons ,  employees  or  services  of  t.he  structure  or  use  to  which  they  are 
accessoi-y.     Accessory  parking  facilities  for  any  dwelli.ig  in  any  ?.  district  shall 
be  limited,  fur-ther,  to  storage  of  private  passenger  automobiles,  private 

automobile  trsiilers  and  boats,  and  trucks  of  a  rated  capacity  not  exceeding 
three- fourt.is   C3/4)  ton. 
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Cc)    Accessory  parking  facilities  shall  include  only  those  facilities  which 
do  not  exceed  the  following  amounts  for  a  structure ,  lot  or  development :  three 
spaces  where  one  space  is  reqiiired  by  this  Code;  four  spaces  where  two  spaces 
are  required  by  this  Code;  150  per  cent  of  the  required  number  of  spaces  where 
three  or  more  spaces  are  required  by  this  Code;  and  15  spaces  or  seven  per  cent 
of  the  total  gross  floor  area  of  the  structure  or  development,  whichever  is 
greater,  where  no  off-street  parking-  spaces  are  required  by  this  Code.  For 
pvirposes  of  calculation  under  the  last  provision  just  stated,  gross  floor  area 
shcLll  be  as  defined  by  this  Code,  and  the  area  considered  to  be  devoted  to  parking 
shall  be  only  the  parking  spaces  and  aisles ,  excluding  entrance  and  exit  driveways 
and  ramps.    Off-street  parking  facilities  which  exceed  the  amounts  stated  in  this 
subsection  (c)  shall  be  classified  as  either  a  principal  or  a  conditional  use, 
depending  upon  the  use  provisions  applicable  to  the  district  in  which  such 
facilities  are  located. 

SEC.  205.     Temporary  Uses ,  General . 

(a)  The  temporary  uses  listed  in  Sections  205.1  and  205.2,  where  not 
otherwise  permitted  in  the  district,  may  be  authorized  as  provided  herein,  up 

to  the  time  limits  indicated.    Further  time  for  such  uses  may  be  authorized  only 
by  action  upon  a  new  application,  svibject  to  all  the  requirements  for  the 
original  application,  unless  otherwise  indicated  in  Sections  205.1  and  205.2. 

(b)  Action  upon  such  uses  shall  be  by  the  City  Planning  Commission,  subject 
to  all  the  requirements  for  conditional  uses  in  Sections  303  and  306  through 
306.5  of  this  Code;  except  that  uses  listed  in  Section  205.1,  and  uses  listed 

in  Section  205.2  if  located  in  a  C  or  M  district,  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Zoning  .Administrator  without  a  public  hearing  and  without  a  fee  being  charged. 

(c)  Wherever  a  use  exists  at  the  effective  date  of  this  Code  or  of  an 
amendment  thereto  under  which  such  use  is  classified  as  a  temporary  use ,  or 
wherever  a  use  is  being  conducted  under  a  temporary  use  authorization  given  prior 
to  such  date,  such  use  may  be  continued  for  the  maximum  term  specified  therefor, 
calculated  from  said  effective  data  or  date  of  authorization.    No  such  use  shall 
continue  t.^ereafter  'unless  a  temporary  use  authorization  shall  have  been  sought 
and  obtained  under  a  new  application.     Continuance  of  a  temporary  use  beyond  the 
date  of  expiration  of  the  period  authorized  therefor,  or  fail'ore  to  remove  a 
str'uctura  for  such  temporary  use  within  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  shall 
constituta  a  violation  of  this  Code. 
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SEC.  205.1    Temporary  Usas :     Sixty  Day  Limit.     A  temporary  use  may  be 
authorized  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  sixty  (60)  days  for  any  of  the  following 
uses : 

(a)  Neighborhood  carnival,  exhibition,  celebration  or  festival  sponsored 
by  an  organized  group  of  residents  in  the  vicinity; 

(b)  Booth  for  charitable,  patriotic  or  welfare  purposes; 

(c)  Open-air  sale  of  Christmas  trees. 

SEC.  205.2.     Temporary  Uses:     Two  Year  Limit.     A  temporary  use  may  be 
authorized  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  years  for  any  of  the  following 
uses : 

(a)  Temporary  structures  and  uses  incidental  to  the  construction  of  a 
group  of  buildings  on  the  same  or  adjacent  premises; 

(b)  Rental  or  sales  office  incidental  to  a  new  residential  development, 
not  including  the  conduct  of  a  general  real  estate  business;  provided,  that  it 
be  located  within  the  development,  and  in  a  temporairy  structure  or  in  part  of  a 
dwelling . 

SEC.  205.     Description  and  P'lrpose  of  Residential  Districts.     The  following 
statements  of  description  and  purpose  outline  the  main  functions  of  the  R 
(Residential)  districts  in  the  zoning  plan  for  San  Francisco,  supplementing  the 
statements  of  purpose  contained  in  Section  101  of  this  Code.     These  districts 
are  established  for  purposes  of  implementing  the  Residence  element  and  other 
alements  of  the  Master  Plan,  according  to  the  objectives,  principles  and 
policies  stated  therein.     Among  these  purposes  are  the  following: 

(a)  Preser/ation,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  existing  housing  stock 
through  protection  of  neighborhood  environments  and  encouragement  of  sound 
ownership  practices  and  rehabilitation  efforts; 

(b)  Recognition  and  protection  of  the  architsotuxal  characteristics  and 
densities  of  e.xisting  residential  areas; 

(c)  Maximizing  of  housing  choice  by  assuring  the  availability  of  quality 
owner  and  rental  housing  of  various  kinds,  suitable  for  a  wide  range  of  household 
types,  lifestyles  and  economic  levels; 

(d)  Encouragement  of  residential  development  that  will  meet  outstanding 
community  needs,  provide  adequate  indoor  and  outdoor  spaces  for  its  occupants, 

and  relate  well  to  the  character  and  scale  of  existing  neighborhoods  and  structures

(a)     Promotion  of  balanced  aind  convenient  neighborhoods  having  appropriate 
public  improvements  and  services,  siiitable  non-rssidential  activities  that  are 
compatibla  with  housing  and  meet  the  needs  of  residents,  and  other  amenities 
that  contribute  to  the  livability  of  residential  areas. 

SEC.  206.1.     RH  (Residential,  House)   Districts.     These  districts  are 
intended  to  recognize,  protect,  conserve  and  enhance  areas  characterized  by 
dwellings  in  the  form  of  houses ,  usually  with  one ,  two  or  three  units  with 
separate  entrances,  and  limited  scale  in  terms  of  building  width  and  height. 
Such  areas  tend  to  have  similarity  of  building  styles  and  predominantly  contain 
large  units  suitable  for  family  occupancy,  considerable  open  space,  and  limited 
non-residential  'jses.     The  RH  districts  are  composed  of  five  separate  classes 
of  districts,  as  follows: 

RH-l(D)  Districts:     One-Family  (Detached  Dwellings). 

These  districts  are  characterized  by  lots  of  greater  width  and  area  than 
in  other  parts  of  the  city,  and  by  single-family  houses  with  side  yards.  The 
structures  are  relatively  large,  but  rarely  exceed  35  feet  in  height.  Ground 
level  open  space  and  landscaping  at  the  front  and  rear  are  usually  abundant. 
Much  of  the  development  has  been  in  sizeable  tracts  with  similarities  of  building 
style  and  narrow  streets  following  the  contours  of  hills.     In  some  cases  private 
covenants  have  controlled  the  nature  of  development  and  helped  to  maintain  the 
street  areas. 

RH-1  Districts:  One-Family. 

These  districts  are  occupied  almost  entirely  by  single- family  houses  on  lots 
25  faet  in  width,  without  side  yards.    Floor  sizes  and  building  styles  vary,  but 
tend  to  be  uniform  within  tracts  developed  in  distinct  time  periods.  Though 
built  on  separate  lots,  the  structures  have  the  appearance  of  small-scale  row 
housing,  rarely  exceeding  35  feet  in  height.     Front  set-bacJcs  are  common,  and 
ground  level  open  space  is  generous.     In  most  cases  the  single-family  character 
of  these  districts  has  been  maintained  for  a  considerable  time. 

RH-i(5)   Districts:     One-Family  with  Minor  Second  'Jnit. 

These  districts  are  similar  in  character  to  RH-1  districts ,  except  that  a 
small  second  dwelling  'onit  has  been  installed  in  msmy  structures ,  usually  by 
conversion  of  a  ground-story  space  formerly  part  of  the  main  mit  or  devoted  to 
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storage.     The  second  unit  remains  subordinate  to  the  owner's  unit,  and  may  house 
one  or  two  persons  related  to  the  owner  or  be  rented  to  others.     Despite  these 
conversions,  the  structures  retain  the  appearance  of  single- family  dwellings. 

aH-2  Districts:  Two-Family. 

These  districts  are  devoted  to  one-family  and  two-family  houses,  with  the 
latter  commonly  consisting  of  two  large  flats,  one  occupied  by  the  owner  and  the 
other  available  for  rsntail.    Structures  are  finely  scaled  and  usually  do  not 
exceed  25  feet  in  width  or  40  feet  in  height.    Building  styles  are  often  more 
varied  than  in  single- family  areas,  but  certain  streets  and  tracts  are  quite 
uniform.     Considerable  ground  level  open  space  is  available,  and  it  frequently 
is  private  for  each  mit.     The  districts  may  have  easy  access  to  shopping 
facilities  and  transit  lines .     In  some  cases ,  group  housing  and  institutions  axe 
found  in  these  areais,  although  non-residential  uses  tend  to  be  quite  limited, 

RH-3  Districts:     Three-ramily . 

These  'districts  have  many  similarities  to  RH-2  districts,  but  structures 
with  three  units  are  common  in  addition  to  one-family  and  two-family  houses. 
The  predominant  form  is  large  flats  rather  than  apartments,  with  lots  25  feet 
wide,  a  fine  or  moderate  scale  and  separate  entrances  for  each  unit.  Building 
styles  tend  to  be  varied  but  complementary  to  one  another.    Outdoor  space  is 
available  at  ground  level,  and  also  on  decks  and  balconies  for  individual  units. 
Non-residential  uses  are  more  common  in  these  areas  than  in  RH-2  districts . 

SEC.  206.2.  (Residential,  Mixed)  Districts.     These  districts  are 

intended  to  recognize,  protect,  conserve  and  enhance  areas  characterized  by  a 
mixture  of  houses  and  apartment  buildings ,  covering  a  range  of  densities  and 
building  forms  according  to  the  individual  district  designations.     Despite  the 
range  of  densities  and  building  sizes,  most  structures  are  of  a  scale  that 
respects  the  traditional  lot  patterns,  open  spaces  and  articulation  of  facades 
typical  of  San  Francisco  neighbor.hoods.     These  districts  provide  'jnit  sizes 
and  types  suitsLbla  for  a  variety  of  households,  and  contain  supporting 
non-reside-itial  'oses.     The  RM  districts  are  composed  of  four  separate  classes 
of  districts,  as  follows: 
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RM-1  Districts:    Low  Density. 

These  districts  contain  a  aixtiire  of  the  dwelling  types  found  in  RH 
districts ,  but  in  addition  have  a  significant  number  of  apartment  buildings 
that  broaden  the  range  of  unit  sizes  and  the  variety  of  structures.    A  pattern 
of  25- foot  to  35- foot  building  widths  is  retained,  however,  and  structures 
rarely  exceed  40  feet  in  height.    The  over-all  density  of  units  remains  low, 
buildings  are  moderately  scaled  and  segmented,  and  units  or  groups  of  units  have 
separate  entrances.    Outdoor  space  tends  to  be  available  at  ground  and  upper 
levels  regardless  of  the  age  and  form  of  structures.    Shopping  facilities  and 
transit  lines  may  be  found  within  a  short  distance  of  these  districts. 
Non- residential  uses  are  often  present  to  provide  for  the  needs  of  residents. 

HM-2  Districts:     Moderate  Density. 

These  districts  are  generally  similar  to  SM-1  districts,  but  the  over-all 
density  of  units  is  greater  and  the  mixture  of  building  types  and  unit  sizes  is 
more  pronounced.    Building  widths  and  scales  remain  moderate,  and  considerable 
outdoor  space  is  still  available.    The  unit  density  permitted  requires  careful 
design  of  new  structures  in  order  to  provide  adequate  amenities  for  the 
residents.    Where  non-residential  'oses  are  present,  they  tend  to  offer  services 
for  wider  areas  than  in  RM-1  districts. 

RM-3  Districts:     Medi'jm  Density. 

These  districts  have  some  smaller  structures ,  but  are  predominantly  devoted 
to  apartment  buildings  of  six,  eight,  ten  or  more  units.    Most  of  these  districts 
are  close  to  downtown  and  have  been  developed  in  this  manner  for  some  time.  The 
units  vary  in  size,  but  tend  to  be  smaller  than  in  SM-1  and  RM-2  districts. 
Many  buildings  exceed  40  feet  in  height,  and  in  some  cases  additional  buildings 
'  over  that  height  may  be  accommodated  without  disruption  of  the  district  character. 
-Mthough  lots  and  buildings  wider  than  25  or  35  feet  are  common,  the  scale  often 
remains  moderate  through  sensitive  facade  design  and'  segmentation.    Open  spaces 
are  smaller,  but  decks  and  baJ.conies  are  used  to  advantage  for  many  units. 
Supporting  non-residential  uses  are  often  found  in  these  areas. 

RM-4  Districts:     High  Density. 

These  districts  are  devoted  almost  exclusively  to  apartment  buildings  of 
high  density,  usually  with  smaller  'onits,  close  to  downtown.     Buildings  over  40 
feet  in  height  are  very  common,  and  other  tall  buildings  may  be  accommodated  in 
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some  instances.     Despite  the  intensity  of  development,  distinct  building  styles 
and  iKsderation  of  facades  are  still  to  be  sought  in  new  development,  as  are  open 
areas  for  the  residents.     Group  housing  is  especially  common  in  these  districts, 
as  well  as  supporting  non-residential  uses. 

SEC.  206.3.     RC  (Residential-Commercial  Combined)   Districts.  These 
districts  are  intended  to  recognize,  protect,  conserve  and  enhance  areas 
characterized  by  structures  combining  residential  uses  with  neighborhood-serving 
commercial  uses.     The  predominant  residential  uses  are  preserved,  while  provision 
is  made  for  supporting  uses,  usually  in  or  below  the  ground  story,  which  meet 
the  frequent  needs  of  nearby  residents  without  generating  excessive  vehicular 
traffic.     The  RC  districts  are  composed  of  four  separate  classes  of  districts, 
as  follows : 

RC-1  Districts:     Low  Density. 

These  districts  provide  for  a  mixture  of  low-density  dwellings  similar  to 
those  in  RM-1  districts  with  certain  commercial  uses  of  a  very  limited  nature.

RC-2  Districts:     Moderate  Density. 

These  districts  provide  for  a  mixture  of  moderate-density  dwellings  similar 
to  those  in  RM-2  districts  with  supporting  commercial  uses.     The  commercial  uses 
are  those  permitted  in  C-2  districts,  located  in  or  below  the  ground  story  in 
most    instances,  and  excluding  automobile-oriented  establishments.     Open  spaces 
are  required  for  dwellings  in  the  same  manner  as  in  RM-2  districts,  except  that 
rear  yards  aire  somewhat  smaller  and  need  not  be  at  ground  level ,  and  front 
set-bacJc  areas  are  not  required.' 

RC-3  Districts:     Medium  Density. 

These  districts  provide  for  a  mixture  of  medium-density  dwellings  similar 
to  those  in  RM-3  districts  with  supporting  commercial  uses.     The  commercial  uses 
are  those  permitted  in  C-2  districts,  located  in  or  below  the  ground  story  in 
most  instances,  and  excluding  automobile-oriented  establishments.     Open  spaces 
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ax2  required  for  dwellings  in  the  same  manner  as  in  RM-3  districts,  except  that 
rear  yards  need  not  be  at  ground  level  and  front  set-bacJt  areas  are  not  required. 

RC-4  Distric-cs:     High  Density. 

These  districts  provide  for  a  mixture  of  high-density  dwellings  similar  to 
those  in  RM-4  districts  with  supporting  commercial  uses.    The  commercial  uses 
are  those  permitted  in  C-2  districts,  located  in  or  below  the  ground  story  in 
most  instances,  -and  excluding  automobile-oriented  establishments.    Open  spaces 
are  required  for  dwellings  in  the  same  manner  as  in  RM-4  districts ,  except  that 
rear  yards  need  not  be  at  ground  level  and  front  set-back  areas  are  not  required. 
The  high-density  and  mixed-use  nature  of  these  districts  is  recognized  by  certain 
reductions  in  off-street  parking  requirements. 

SEC.  207.     Density  of  Dwelling  Dnits  in  R  Districts.     The  density  of 
dwelli.-ig  units  permitted  in  the  various  R  districts  shall  be  as  set  forth  in 
Section  209.1  of  this  Code  and  in  Section  207.1.     The  term  "dwelling  unit"  is 
defi.-ied  in  Section  102.5  of  this  Code. 

SEC.  207.1.     Rules  for  Calculation  of  Dwelling  Unit  Densities.  The 
following  rules  shall  apply  in  the  calculation  of  dwelling  unit  densities  under 
this  Code  : 

(a)  The  entire  amount  of  lot  area  per  dwelling  unit  specified  in  Section 
209.1  shall  be  required  for  each  dwelling  'jnit  on  the  lot.  Fractional  numbers 
shsLll  be  adjusted  downward  to  the  next  lower  whole  numiser  of  dwelling  units. 

(b)  '.vhere  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  Sections  209.1  and  209.2,  two  or 
more  of  the  dwelling  and  other  housing  uses  specified  in  said  Sections  may  be 
located  on  a  single  lot,  either  in  one  structure  or  in  separata  structures, 
provided  that  the  specified  density  limits  are  not  exceeded  by  the  total  of  such 
combined  uses,     vfhere  dwelling  units  and  group  housing  are  combined,  the  maximum 
permitted  de.isity  for  dwelling  units  and  for  group  housing  shall  be  pro-rated 

to  the  total  lot  area  according  to  the  quantities  of  these  two  uses  that  are 
combined  on  the  lot. 

(c)  Where  any  portion  of  a  lot  is  narrower  than  five  (5)   feet,  such  portion 
shall  not  be  counted  as  part  of  the  lot  area  for  purposes  of  calculating  the 
permitted  dwelling  unit  density. 


(d)  No  privata  right-of-way  used  as  the  principal  vehicular  access  to  two 
or  more  lots  shall  be  counted  as  part  of  the  lot  area  of  any  such  lot  for 
purposes  of  calculating  the  permitted  dwelling  unit  density. 

(e)  Where  a  lot  is  divided  by  a  use  district  boundary  line,  the  dwelling 
unit  density  limit  for  each  district  shall  be  applied  to  the  portion  of  the  lot 
in  that  district,  and  none  of  the  dwelling  units  attributable  to  the  district 
permitting  the  greater  density  shall  be  located  in  the  district  permitting  the 
lesser  density. 

SEC.  208.  Density  Limitations  for  Group  Housi.ig.  The  density  limitations 
for  group  housing,  as  described  in  Sections  209.2(a),  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  Code, 
shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  The  mciximum  number  of  bedrooms  on  each  lot  shall  be  as  specified  in 
the  following  tajsle  for  the  district  in  which  the  lot  is  located-

(c)  The  establishment  of  these  height  and  bulk  districts  and  the  repeal 
and  replacement  of  special  height  districts  or  height  limits  previously  in  effect 
la  the  city  shall  in  no  way  be  deemed  to  confer  legal  noncomplying  status  upon 
any  building  or  structure  constructed,  reconstructed,  enlarged,  altered  or 
relocated  in  violation  of  the  height  districts  or  limits  previously  i.n  effect. 

(d)  In  the  case  of  any  apparent  inconsistency  among  requirements  of  this 
Code  applicable  to  the  same  property  or  development,  including  but  not  limited 
to  standards  for  height,  bulk,  floor  area  ratio,  set-backs,  yards,  usable  open 
space  and  dwelling  'onit  density,  the  nrast  restrictive  of  such  requirements  shall 
prevail. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  tihis  Article  2.5  shall  apply  to  all  properties  and 
developments,  both  public  and  private,  including  those  of  the  City  and  County  of 
5an  Frsmcisco. 

Cf)     The  reaxiirements  of  height  and  bul.k  districts  established  by  this 
Article  2.5  shall  not  apply  to  buildings  and  str'uctures  on  sites  for  which  a 
rsdeveloper  had  been  formaLlly  selected  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City 
prior  to  August  25,  19  71,   for  development  in  a  Redevelopment  Pro j act  Area  in 
accordance  winh  an  agreement  that  specifically  committed  the  City  to  a  height 
or  bulk  configuration  not  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  for 
height  and  bulk  districts. 
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SEC.  253.  Review  of  Proposed  Buildings  and  StructTires  Excaeding  a  Height  of 
40  Feet  in  R  Districts . 

(a)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  Code  to  the  contrary,  in 
any  R  district  established  by  the  use  district  provisions  of  Article  2  of  this 
Code,  wherever  a  height  limit  of  more  than  40  feet  is  prescribed  by  the  height 
and  bulk  district  in  which  the  property  is  located,  any  building  or  structure 
exceeding  40  feet  in  height  shall  be  permitted  only  upon  approval  by  the  City 
Planning  Connaission  according  to  the  procedures  for  conditional  use  approval  in 
Section  303  of  this  Code. 

(b)  In  reviewing  any  such  proposal  for  a  building  or  structure  exceeding 
40  feet  in  height,  the  City  Planning  Commission  shall  consider  the  expressed 
purposes  of  this  Code,  of  the  R  districts,  and  of  the  height  and  bulX  districts, 
set  iorth  in  Sections  101,  206  through  206.3  and  251  hereof,  as  well  as  the 
criteria  stated  in  Section  303(c)  of  this  Code  and  the  objectives,  policies  and 
principles  of  the  Master  Plan,  and  may  permit  a  height  of  such  building  or 
structure  up  to  but  not  exceeding  the  height  limit  prescribed  by  the  height  and 
bulk  district  in  which  the  property  is  located. 

S2C.  260.     Height  Limits :  Measurement. 

(a)     Method  of  measurement.     The  limits  upon  the  height  of  buildings  and 
structures  shall  be  as  specified  on  the  Zoning  Map.     In  the  measurement  of  height 
for  purposes  of  such  limits,  the  following  rules  shall  be  applicable: 

1.  The  point  above  which  such  measurement  shall  be  taken  shall  be  as 
specified  in  the  definition  of  "height"  in  this  Code. 

2.  The  upper  point  to  which  such  measurement  shall  be  taken  shall  be  the 
highest  point  on  the  finished  roof  in  the  case  of  a  flat  roof,  and  the 
average  height  of  the  rise  in  the  case  of  a  pitched  roof,  or  any  higher 
point  of  a  feature  not  exempted  under  subsection  Cb)  below. 

3.  In  cases  where  the  height  limit  is  65  feet  or  less  and  a  street  from 
which  height  measurements  are  made  slopes  laterally  along  the  lot,  or 
•zhe  ground  slopes  laterally  on  a  lot  that  also  slopes  upward  from  the 
street,  thars  shall  be  a  maximum  width  for  the  portion  of  the  building 
or  structure  that  may  be  measured  from  a  si.igla  point  at  curb  or  ground 
level,  according  to  the  definition  of  "height",  as  specified  in  the 
following  tabla.     These  requirements  shall  not  apply  to  any  property  co 
whic.-i  t.he  bulk  limitations  in  Section  270  of  t.his  Code  are  applicable.

(b)     Exemptions.    The  features  listed  in  this  subsection  shall  be  exempt 
from  the  height  limits  established  by  this  Code,  in  an  amount  up  to  but  not 
exceeding  that  which  is  specified. 

1.    The  following  features  shall  be  exempt;  provided  the  limitations 

indicated  for  each  are  observed;  provided  further  that  the  sum  of  the 
horizontal  areas  of  all  features  listed  in  this  paragraph  (b)l  shall 
not  exceed  20  per  cent  of  the  horizontal  area  of  the  roof  above  which 
they  are  situated;  and  provided  further  that  in  any  R  district  the 
sum  of  the  norizontal  areas  of  all  such  features  located  within  the 
first  10  feet  of  depth  of  the  building,  as  measured  from  the  front  wall 
of  the  building,  shall  not  exceed  20  per  cent  of  the  horizontal  area  of 
the  roof  in  such  first  10  feet  of  depth. 

As  an  altamacive,  the  sum  of  the  horizontal  areas  of  all  features 
listed  in  this  paragraph  Cb)l  may  e<iual  but  not  exceed  20  per  cent  of

bulic  limitations  in  Section  270  of  this  Code  applicable  to  the  subject 
property. 

Any  such  sum  of  20  per  cent  heretofore  described  may  be  increased  to 
30  per  cent  by  unroofed  screening  designed  either  to  obscure  the  features 
listed  under  (A)  and  (3)  below  or  to  provide  a  more  balanced  and 
graceful  silhouette  for  the  top  of  the  building  or  structure. 

(A)  Mechanical  equipment  and  appurtenamces  necessary  to  the  operation 
or  maintenance  of  the  building  or  structure  itself,  including 
chimneys ,  ventilators ,  plumbing  vent  stacics ,  cooling  towers ,  water 
tanJcs ,  panels  or  devices  for  the  collection  of  solar  or  wind  energy 
and  window  washing  equipment,  together  with  visual  screening  for 
any  such  featiiras.     This  exemption  shall  be  limited  to  the  top  10 
feet  of  such  features  where  the  height  limit  is  65  feet  or  lass, 
and  the  top  15  feet  of  such  features  where  the  height  limit  is  more 
than  55  faat. 

(B)  Elevator,  stair  and  mechanical  penthouses,  fire  towers,  skylights 
and  dormer  windows.    This  exemption  shall  be  limited  to  the  top 

10  feet  of  such  features  where  the  height  limit  is  65  feet  or  lass , 
and  the  top  16  feet  of  such  features  whara  the  height  limit  is  more 
than  65  feat. 

(C)  Stage  and  scenery  lofts. 

(D)  Ornamental  and  symbolic  features  of  public  and  religious  buildings 
and  struct'ores ,  including  towers,  spires,  cupolas,  belfries  and 
domes,  where  such  features  are  not  used  for  human  occupancy. 

The  following  features  shall  be  exempt,  without  regard  to  theix  horizontal 
area,  provided  the  limitations  indicatad  for  each  are  observed. 
(A)     Railings,  parapets  and  catwalks,  with  a  maximum  height  of  4  feet. 
(3)     Open  railings,  catwalks  and  fire  escapes  required  by  law,  wherever 
situated. 

(C)  Unroofed  recreation  facilities  with  open  fencing,  including  tannis 
and  basketball  coiirts  at  roof  level,  swimming  pools  with  a  maximum 
height  of  4  feet  and  ?lay  equipment  with  a  maximvmi  height  of  10 
feat. 

(D)  Unenclosed  seating  areas  limited  to  tables,  chairs  and  benches,  and 
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related  wind  screens ,  latti-ces  and  simshades  with  a  maximum  height 
of  10  feet. 

(E)  Landscaping,  with  a  maximum  height  of  4  feet  for  all  features  other 
than  plant  ntaterials. 

(F)  Short-term  parJcing  of  passenger  automobiles,  without  additional 
structures  or  equipment  other  than  trellises  or  similar  overhead 
screening  for  such  automobiles  with  a  maximum  height  of  3  feet. 

(G)  Amusement  parks ,  carnivals  and  circuses ,  where  otherwise  permitted 
as  temporary  uses. 

(H)  Flag  poles  and  flags,  clothes  poles  and  clothes  lines,  and  weather 
vanes. 

(I)  Radio  and  television  antennas  where  permitted  as  accessory  uses 
and  cowers  and  antennas  for  sending  or  receiving  of  radio  and 
television  signals  where  permitted  as  principal  or  conditional 
uses  by  this  Code. 

(J)     Warning  and  navigation  signals  and  beacons,  light  standards  and 
similar  devices,  not  including  any  sign  regulated  by  this  Code. 
(K)     P'oblic  monuments  owned  by  government  agencies. 

(L)     Cranes,  scaffolding  and  batch  plants  erected  temporarily  at  active 
construction  sites. 

(.M)     Structures  and  equipment  necessary  for  the  operation  of  industrial 
plants,  transportation  facilities,  public  utilities  and  government 
installations,  where  otherwise  permitted  by  this  Code  and  where 
such  structures  and  aquipment  do  not  contain  separate  floors . 

(N)     Buildings,  structures  and  aquipment  of  the  San  Francisco  Port 
.   Commission,  where  not  s-abject  to  this  Code  due  to  provisions  of 
the  San  Francisco  Charter  or  State  law. 

SEC.  261.     Additional  Height  -limits  Applicable  to  Certain  Use  Districts. 

(a)  General .     Notwithstanding  any  other  height  limit  established  by  this 
Articla  2.5  to  the  contrary,  the  height  of  dwellings  in  certain  use  districts 
established  by  Articla  2  of  this  Code  shall  be  further  limited  by  this  Section 
261.     The  measurement  of  such  height  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  Section  260. 

(b)  Height  limits  applicable  to  the  entire  property. 

1.     Mo  portion  of  a  dwelling  in  any  RH-l(D) ,  RH-1  or  RH-ICS)  district  shall 
axceed  a  height  of  35  feet,  axcept  that: 
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(A)  The  permittsd  height  shall  be  increased  to  40  feet  where  the  average 
ground  elevation  at  the  rear  line  of  the  lot  is  higher  by  20  or  more 
feet  than  at  the  front  line  thereof;

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Section  4.     Article  3  of  Part  II,  Chapter  II  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Municipal  Code  (City  Planning  Code)  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Sections  303,  304- ,  304.5,  306.3,  307,  308.1  and  310  to 
read  as  follows: 

SEC.  303.     Conditional  Uses. 

Cal    General.    Th.e  City  Planning  Commission  shall  hear  and  make  determinations 
regarding  applications  for  the  authorization  of  conditional  uses  in  the  specific 
situations  in  -.rtiich  such  authorization  is  provided  for  elsewhere  in  this  Code. 
The  procedures  for  conditional  uses  shall  be  as  specified  in  this  Section  and  in 
Sections  306  through  306.5,  except  that  Planned  Unit  Developments  shall  in 
addition  be  subject  to  Section  304,  and  medical  institutions  and  post-secondary 
educational  institutions  shall  in  addition  be  subject  to  zhe  institutional  master 
plan  requirements  of  Seccion  304.5. 

Cb)     Initiation.     A  conditional  use  action  may  be  initiated  by  application 
of  the  owner,  or  authorized  agent  for  the  owner,  of  the  property  for  which  the 
conditional  use  is  sought. 

Cc)     Determination .     After  its  hearing  on  the  application,  the  City  Planning 
Commission  may  approve  the  application  and  authorize  a  conditional  use  if  the 
facts  presented  are  such  as  to  establish; 

1.  That  the  proposed  use  or  feature,  at  the  size  and  intensity  contemplated 
and  at  the  proposed  location,  will  provide  a  development  that  is 
necessary  or  desirable  for,  and  compatible  with,  the  neighborhood  or 
the  community;  and 

2.  That  such  'ise  or  feature  as  proposed  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
health,  safety,  convenience  or  general  welfare  of  persons  residing  or 
wrking  in  the  vicinity,  or  injurious  to  property,  improvements  or 
potential  development  in  the  vicinity,  with  respect  to  aspects  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  following: 

(A)     The  nature  of  the  proposed  site,   including  its  size  and  shape,  and 

the  proposed  size,  shape  and  arrangement  of  structures; 
C3)     The  accessibility  and  traffic  patterns  for  persons  and  vehicles, 

the  type  and  vol'jme  of  such  traffic,  and  the  adequacy  of  proposed 

off-street  parking  and  loading; 
CC)     The  safeguards  afforded  to  prevent  noxious  or  offensive  emissions 

such  as  noise,  glare,  dust  and  odor; 
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CD)     Treatment  given,  as  appropriate,  to  such  aspects  as  landscaping, 
screening ,  open  spaces ,  parking  and  loading  areas ,  service  areas , 
lighting  and  signs;  and 
3.     That  such  use  or  feature  as  proposed  will  comply  with  the  applicable 
provisions  of  this  Code  and  will  not  adversely  affect  the  Master  Plan. 
Such  action  of  the  City  Planning  Commission,  in  either  approving  or  disapproving 
the  application,  shall  be  final  except  upon  the  filing  of  a  valid  appeal  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  as  provided  in  Section  308.1. 

Cd)     Conditions .     When  authorizing  a  conditional  use  as  provided  herein 
the  City  Plcuining  Commission,  or  the  Board  of  Super/isors  on  appeal,  shall 
prescribe  such  additional  conditions,  beyond  those  specified  in  this  Code,  as 
are  in  its  opinion  necessary  to  secure  the  objectives  of  the  Code.     Once  any 
portion  of  the  conditional  use  authorization  is  utilized,  all  such  conditions 
pertaining  to  such  authorization  shall  become  immediately  operative.  The 
violation  of  any  condition  so  imposed  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this  Code 
and  may  constitute  grounds  for  revocation  of  the  conditional  use  authorization. 
Such  conditions  may  include  time  limits  for  exercise  of  the  conditional  use 
authorization;  other-vise, 'amy  exercise  of  such  authorization  must  commence 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

(e)  Modification  of  conditions.     Authorization  of  a  change  in  any  condition 
previously  imposed  in  the  authorization  of  a  conditional  use  shall  be  subject 

to  the  same  procedures  as  a  new  conditional  use.     Such  procedures  shall  also 
apply  to  applications  for  modification  or  waiver  of  conditions  set  forth  in 
prior  stipulations  and  covenants  relative  thereto  continued  in  affect  by  the 
provisions  of  Section  174  of  this  Code. 

(f )  Continuation. 

1.  Except  as  provided  for  temporary  uses  in  Section  205  of  this  Code,  and 
except  where  time  limits  are  otherwise  specified  as  a  condition  of 
authorization,  any  conditional  use  that  has  been  established  as  authorized 
by  the  City  Planning  Commission  may  continue  as  authorized  so  long  as  it 
is  not  changed  zo  another  use  or  feature,  or  discontinued  for  a  continuous 
period  of  three  years,  or  otherwise  abandoned. 

2.  A  conditional  use  shall  not  be  restored  when  so  abandoned,  or  changed 

to  another  use  or  feature  that  is  classified  as  a  conditional  use  in  the 
district  in  which  it  is  located,  or  significantly  altered  or  intensified, 
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except  upon  approval  of  a  new  conditional  use  application  by  the  City 
Planning  Connnission. 
3.     Where  a  use  or  feature  classified  as  a  conditional  use  in  the  district 
in  vhich  it  is  located  lawfully  exists  at  the  effective  date  of  this 
Code,  or  at  the  effective  date  of  any  amendment  imposing  new  conditional 
'use  requirements  upon  such  use  or  feature  in  such  district,  such  use 
or  feature  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  permitted  conditional  use  in  the  form 
in  which  it  exists  on  such  date,  without  further  authorization  except 
as  provided  in  this  subsection  or  in  Section  205  or  Article  2  of  this 
Code. 

Cg)     Delegation  of  hearing.     The  City  Planning  Commission  may  delegate  to 
a  committee  of  one  or  inore  of  its  members,  or  to  the  Zoning  Administrator,  the 
holding  of  the  heari.^g  reqxiired  by  this  Code  tor  a  conditional  use  action.  The 
delegate  or  delegates  shall  submit  to  the  City  Planning  Commission  a  record  of 
the  hearing,   together  with  a  report  of  findings  and  recommendations  relative 
thereto,   for  the  consideration  of  the  Commission  in  reaching  its  decision  i.-i 
the  case . 

SEC.  304.     Planned  Unit  Developments.     The  City  Planning  Commission  may 
authorize  as  conditional  uses,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  303, 
Planned  Unit  Developments  subject  to  the  further  requirements  and  procedures  of 
this  Section,     .^ter  review  of  any  proposed  development,  the  City  Planning 
Commission  may  authorize  suc.i  development  as  submitted  or  may  modify,  alter, 
adjust  or  amend  the  plan  before  authorization,  and  in  authorizing  it  may 
prescribe  other  conditions  as  provided  in  Section  303(d).     The  development  as 
authorized  shall  be  subject  to  all  conditions  so  imposed  and  shall  be  excepted 
from  other  provisions  of  this  Code  only  to  the  extent  specified  in  the 
authorization . 

(a)  Objectives.     The  procedures  for  Planned  Unit  Developments  are  intended 
for  projects  on  sites  of  considerable  size,  developed  as  integrated  units  and 
designed  to  produce  an  environment  of  stable  and  desirable  character  which  will 
benefit  the  occupants,  dne  neighborhood  and  the  city  as  a  whole.     In  cases  of 
outstanding  over-all  design,  complemen-caxy  to  the  design  and  values  of  the 
surrounding  area,  such  a  project  may  merit  a  well  reasoned  modification  of  certain 
of  the  provisions  contained  elsewhere  in  this  Code. 

(b)  Mature  of  site.     The  tract  or  parcel  of  land  involved  must  be  either 
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in  one  ownership,  or  the  subject  of  an  application  filed  jointly  by  the  owners 
of  all  the  property  included  or  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City.  It 
must  constitute  all  or  part  of  a  Redevelopment  Project  Area,  or  if  not  must 
include  an  area  of  not  lass  than  one-half  (1/2)   acre,  exclusive  of  streets, 
allays  and  other  public  property  that  will  remain  undeveloped. 

(c)  Application  and  plans.     The  application  must  describe  the  proposed 
development  in  detail ,  and  must  be  accon^Janiad  by  an  over-all  development  plan 
showing,  among  other  things,  the  use  or  uses,  dimensions  and  locations  of 
structures,  parking  spaces,  and  areas,  if  any,  to  be  reserved  for  streets,  open 
spaces  and  other  public  purposes.     The  application  must  include  such  pertinent 
information  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  determination  that  the  objectives  of  this 
Section  are  met,  and  that  the  proposed  development  warrants  the  modification  of 
provisions  otherwise  applicable  under  this  Code. 

(d)  Criteria  and  limitations.     The  proposed  development  must  meet  the 
criteria  applicable  to  conditional  uses  as  stated  in  Section  303 (c)   and  elsewhere 
in  this  Code.     In  addition,  it  shall: 

1.  -Affirmatively  promote  applicable  objectives  and  policies  of  the  Master 
Plan; 

2.  Provide  off-street  parking  adequate  for  the  occupancy  proposed; 

3.  Provide  open  space  usable  by  the  occupants  and,  where  appropriate,  by 
the  general  pxoblic ,  at  least  equal  to  the  open  spaces  required  by  this 
Code ; 

4.  3e  limited  in  dwelling  unit  density  to  less  than  the  density  that  would 
be  allowed  by  Article  2  of  this  Code  for  a  district  permitting  a  greater 
density,  so  that  the  Planned  Unit  Development  will  not  be  substantially 
equivalent  to  a  reclassification  of  property; 

3 .     In  R  districts ,  include  conjnercial  uses  only  to  the  extent  that  such 

uses  axe  necessary  to  serve  residents  of  the  immediate  vicinity,  subject 
to  the  limitations  for  RC  districts  -onder  this  Code;  and 

5.  Under  no  circumstances  be  excepted  from  any  height  limit  established  by 
.Article  2.5  of  this  Code,  unless  such  exception  is  explicitly  authorized 
by  the  terms  of  this  Code.  In  the  absence  of  such  an  explicit 
authorization,  exceptions  from  the  provisions  of  this  Code  wit-h  respect 
to  height  shall  be  confined  to  minor  deviations  from  the  provisions  for 
measureme.nt  of  height  in  Sections  250  and  261  of  this  Code,  and  no  such 
deviation  shall  depart  from  the  purposes  or  intent  of  those  Sections. 
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SEC.   304.5.     Institutional  Master  Plans. 

Ca)  P'-irposes ■  The  principal  purposes  of  the  requirements  for  institutional 
master  plans  contained  in  this  Section  are : 

1.  To  provide  notice  and  information  to  the  City  Planning  Coimnission, 
conmunitY  and  neighborhood  organizations,  other  public  and  private 
agencies  and  the  general  public  as  to  the  plans  of  each  affected 
i.-i3tir.ution  at  an  early  stage ,  and  to  give  an  opportunity  for  early 
and  meaningful  involvement  of  these  groups  in  such  plans  prior  to 
substantial  i.nvestment  in  property  acquisition  or  building  design  by 
the  institution; 

2.  To  enable  the  institution  to  maike  modifications  to  its  master  plan 
in  response  to  comments  made  in  public  hearings  prior  to  its  more 
detailed  planning  and  prior  to  any  request  for  authorization  by  the 
City  of  new  development  proposed  in  the  master  plan;  and 

3.  To  provide  the  City  Planning  Commission,  community  and  neighborhood 
organizations,  other  public  and  private  agencies,  the  general  public, 
and  other  institutions  with  information  that  may  help  guide  their 
decisions  with  regard  to  use  of,  and  investment  in,  land  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  institution,  provision  of  public  services,  and 
particularly  the  planning  of  similar  institutions  in  order  to  insure 
that  costly  duplication  of  facilities  does  not  occur. 

Cb)     When  requirsd.     Mot  later  than  December  31,  1976,  each  medical 
institution  and  each  post-secondary  educational  institution,  i.acluding  group 
housing  affiliated  with  and  operated  by  any  such  institution,  as  described 
in  Sections  209. 2 Cc),  209.3(a)   and  (i) ,  216(a),  and  217(a)   and  (h)  of  this  Code, 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  on  file  with  the  Department 
of  City  Planning  a  current  institutional  master  plan  describing  the  existing 
and  anticipated  future  development  of  that  institution  as  provided  in  subsection 
tc)  below. 

Thereafter,  at  inter/als  of  two  (2)  years,  each  such  institution  shall  file 
a  report  with  the  Department  of  City  Planning  describing  the  current  status  of 
its  i.nstitutional  master  plan.     In  addition,  any  substantial  revisions  to  the 
institutional  master  plan  already  on  file  with  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Department  as  soon  as  such  revisions  have  been  formalized 
by  the  manags.ment  of  the  institution. 
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Each  such,  institution  that  is  aewly  established  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  Section  shall  file  the  required  institutional  master  plan  in  connection 
with  its  establishment,  and  shall  file  the  reports  and  revisions  described 
above,  in  accordance  with  this  Section. 

The  institutional  master  plans ,  reports  and  revisions  required  by  this 
Section  shall,  upon  filing,  be  available  for  public  review  at  the  Depcurtment 
of  City  Planning. 

Cc)     Format  and  substance  of  plan.     In  the  case  of  an  institution  presently 
occupying  a  site  area  of  one  acre  or  more,  or  occupying  a  site  area  of  less 
than  one  acre  but  anticipating  future  expansion,  the  plan  submitted  shall  be  a 
full  institutional  master  plan  and  shall  at  a  minimum  contain  textual  and 
graphic  descriptions  of: 

1.  The  nature  of  the  institution,  its  history  of  growth,  physical  changes 
in  the  neighborhood  which  can  be  identified  as  having  occurred  as  a 
result  of  such  growth,  the  services  provided  and  service  population, 
employment  characteristics ,  the  institution ' s  affirmative  action 
program,  all  ownership  by  the  institution  of  properties  throughout 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  any  other  relevant  general 
information  pertaining  to  the  institution  and  its  services. 

2.  The  present  physicauL  plant  of  the  institution,  including  the 
location  and  bulk  of  buildings,  land  'uses  on  adjacent  properties, 
traffic  circiiLation  patterns,  and  parking  in  and  around  the  institution. 

3.  The  development  plans  of  the  institution  for  a  future  period  of  not 
less  than  tan  years,  and  the  physical  changes  in  the  institution 
projected  to  be  needed  to  achieve  those  plans.     Any  plans  for  physical 
development  during  the  first  five  years  shall  include  the  site  area, 
ground  coverage,  building  bulk,  approximate  floor  area  by  function, 
off-street  parking,  circulation  patterns,  areas  for  land  acquisition, 
and  timing  for  the  proposed  construction.     In  addition,  with  respect 
to  plans  of  any  duration,  the  submission  shall  contain  a  description 
and  analysis  of  each  of  the  following: 

CA)     The  conformity  of  proposed  development  plans  to  the  Comprehensive 
Plan  (Master  Plan)  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to 
any  neighborhood  plans  on  file  with  the  Department  of  City 
Planning. 
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CB)     The  anticipa-ced  impaci:  cf  any  proposed  development  by  the 

institution  on  the  surrounding  neighborhood,  including  but  not 
limited  to  the  effect  on  existing  housing  units,  relocation  of 
housing  occv^>ants  and  commercial  and  industrial  tenants ,  changes 
in  traffic  levels  and  circulation  patterns,  transit  demand  and 
parking  availability,  and  the  character  and  scale  of  development 
in  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

CO     Any  alternatives  which,  might  avoid  or  lessen  adverse  impacts  upon 
the  surrounding  neighborhood,  including  location  and  configuration 
alternatives,  the  alternative  of  no  new  development,  and  the 
approximate  costs  and  benefits  of  each  alternative. 

CD)     The  mitigating  actions  proposed  by  ::he  institution  to  lessen 
adverse  impacts  upon  the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

4.  A  projection  of  related  services  and  physical  development  by  others, 
including  but  not  limited  to  office  space  and  medical  outpatient 
facilities,  which  may  occur  as  a  result  of  the  implementation  of  the 
institution's  master  plan. 

5.  Any  other  items  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  Department  of 
City  Planning  or  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

In  the  case  of  an  institution  presently  occupying  a  site  area  of  less  than 
one  acre,  and  placing  on  file  with  the  Depeirtaient  of  City  Planning  a  statement 
that  the  institution  does  not  anticipate  any  future  expansion,  an  abbreviated 
institutional  master  plan  aay  be  filed,  consisting  of  a  textual  description  of 
the  i.nstitution '  3  physicsil  plane  and  employment,  the  institution's  affirmative 
action  program,  all  ownership  by  the  institution  of  properties  throughout  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  services  provided  and  service  population, 
oaurking  availability,  and  any  other  relevant  general  information  pertaining  to 
t.he  institution  and  its  ser/ices. 

(d)     Hearing  on  plan.     In  a  case  in  which  a  full  institutional  master 
plan,  or  revisions  to  such  a  plan,  have  been  filed  in  accordance  with  subsection 
Cc)  above,  the  City  Planning  Commission  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  such 
plan  or  revisions.     The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  set  the  time     and  place  for 
the  heari.ig  within  a  reasonable  period,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  hearing  data 
be  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  180  days  after  the  plan,  or  revisions,  have 
been  accepted  for  filing.

In  a  case  in  which,  an  abbreviated  institutional  master  plan  has  been 
filed  in  accordance  with  subsection  Cc)   above,  the  Zoning  Administrator 
shall  report  the  filing  to  the  City  Planning  Commission,  and  the  Commission 
may,  at  its  option,  either  hold  or  not  hold  a  public  hearing  on  such  plan, 
as  the  Commission  may  deem  the  public  interest  to  require.     In  the  event  a 
pxialic  heaxing  is  to  be  held  on  such  an  abbreviated  institutional  master  plan, 
the  [)epartment  of  City  Planning  or  the  Commission  may  require  submission  of 
additional  information  by  the  institution  as  deemed  necessary  for  such  hearing. 

The  public  hearing  conducted  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  on  any 
institutional  master  plan,  or  revisions  t-herato ,  shall  be  for  the  receipt  of  public 
testimony  only,  and  shall  in  no  way  constitute  an  approval  or  disapproval  of  the 
institutional  master  plan  or  revision,  or  of  any  facility  described  therein, 
by  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

Motice  of  all  hearings  provided  for  herein  shall  be  given  in  the  same 
manner  as  prescribed  for  conditional  use  applications  under  Section  306.3  of 
this  Code.    The  institution  may  be  required  to  file  with  its  master  plan,  or 
revisions  t.hereto,  the  information  and  o-cher  material  needed  for  the  preparation 
and  mailing  of  notices  as  specified  in  that  Section. 

Public  testimony,  as  represented  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  City 
Planning  Commission  and  written  correspondence  to  the  Commission,  concerning 
the  content  of  an  institutional  master  plan  and  revisions  thereto,  shall  become  a 
part  of  the  institutional  master  plan  file  at  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
and  shall  be  available  for  public  review. 

i^e)     Submissions  to  West  Bay  Health  Systems  Agency.     All  institutional 
master  plans  and  revisions  filed  by  medical  institutions,  and  all  conditional 
use  applications  filed  by  such  institutions,  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
Department  of  City  Planning  to  the  West  Bay  Health  Systems  Agency,  designated 
pursuant  zo  Public  Law  93-641,   for  review  and  comment.     Each  such  submission 
shall  be  made  not  mora  than  ten  CIO)  days  after  the  institutional  master  plan, 
revisions  thereto,  or  conditional  'ise  application  has  been  accepted  for  filing. 

Cf)     Conditional  '.ise  authorizations.     Z.n  the  case  of  any  institution 
subject  to  -he  i.nstitutional  master  plan  requirements  of  this  Section,  no 
condiuionai  use  required  for  development  by  the  institution  'jnder  Article  2  of 
this  Code  shall  be  authorized  by  the  City  Planning  Commission  'jnlass  such 
development  shall  be  as  described  in  the  institutional  master  plan,  or  revisions 
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thereto,  filed  with,  the  Department  of  City  Planning  and  heard  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission  as  provided  in  this  Section,  and  no  hearing  shall  be  held 
by  the  Commission  on  any  such  application  for  a  conditional  use  until  six  (5) 
tnoncns  shall  have  elapsed  after  the  date  on  which  the  public  hearing  is 
connnenced  on  the  institutional  master  plan,  or  on  the  revisions  thereto  that 
relate  to  the  proposed  development.     The  procedures  for  conditional  use 
applications  shall  be  those  set  forth  in  Section  303  and  elsewhere  in  this  Code. 

In  addition,  where  conditional  use  authorization  is  sought  with  respect  to 
a  medical  institution,  no  such  authorization  shall  be  approved  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission  until  after  at  least  seventy-five  (75)  days  shall  have 
elapsed  after  the  requests  for  review  and  comments  have  been  made  pursuant  to 
subsection  (.e)   above  for  both  the  institutional  master  plan  and  the  conditional 
use  application.     Furthermore,  no  conditional  use  authorization  shall  be  approved 
by  the  City  Planning  Commission  for  iuiy  medical  institution  until  the  proposed 
development  has  first  been  approved  pursuant  to  Sections  1513,  1523  and  1604  of 
P'iblic  Law  93-641  or  Sections  437  and  438  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code,  if  such  approval  is  found  by  the  reviewing  agencies  to  be  required  under 
those  sections. 

Cg)     Permit  applications.     Commencing  on  January  1,  1977,  the  Department 
of  City  Planning  shall  aot  approve  any  building  permit  application  for  any 
construction  pertaining  to  any  development  of  any  institution  subject  to  this 
Section,  with  the  exception  of  minor  alterations  necessary  to  correct 
immediate  hazards  to  health  or  safety,  'unless  that  institution  has  complied 
with  all  t.he  applicable  requirements  of  subsections   (b)   and  (c)  above  with 
regard  to  its  filing  of  an  institutional  master  plan  or  revisions  thereto. 

SEC.   306.3.     Notice  of  Hearings. 

Ca)     E.xcept  as  i.-idicated  in  subsection  (b)  below,  notice  of  the  time,  place 
and  purpose  of  the  hearing  on  an  action  for  an  amendment,  conditional  use  or 
variance  shall  be  given  by  the  Zoni.ng  Administrator  as  follows : 

1.  3y  mail  to  the  applicant  or  other  person  or  agency  initiating  the 
action. 

2.  ay  mail,  except  in  the  case  of  proposed  amendments  to  change  the  text 
of  the  Code,  not  less  than  10  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing 

to  the  owners  of  all  real  property  within  the  area  that  is  the  subject 
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of  the  action  and  within  three  hundred  C300)   feet  of  all  exterior 
boundaries  of  such  area,  using  for  this  purpose  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  owners  as  shown  on  the  latest  city-wide  assessment 
roll  in  the  office  of  the  Tax  Collector.     Failure  to  send  notice 
by  mail  to  any  such  property  owner  where  the  address  of  such  owner 
is  not  shown  on  such  assessment  roll  shall  not  invalidate  any 
proceedings  in  connection  with  such  action. 

3.  By  publication,  except  in  variance  oases,  at  least  once  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  city  not  less  than  twenty  (20) 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  hearing. 

4.  Such  other  notice  as  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  deem  appropriate. 
Cb)     In  the  following  situations,  notice  of  hearings  shall  be  given  as 

indicated : 

1.  In  the  case  of  variance  applications  involving  a  less  than  10  per  cent 
deviation  as  described  in  Section  305(c),  the  Zoning  Administrator 
need  give  only  such  notice  as  the  Zoning  Administrator  deems 
appropriate  in  cases  in  which  a  hearing  is  actually  held. 

2.  In  the  case  of  amendments  to  reclassify  land  on  the  basis  of  general 
zoning  studies  for  one  or  more  zoning  districts,  which  studies  either 
are  city-wide  in  scope  or  cover  a  major  sub-area  of  the  city  as 
determined  by  the  City  Planning  Commission,  and  where  the  total  area 
of  land  so  proposed  for  reclassification,  excluding  the  area  of  public 
streets  ajid  alleys,  is  thirty  (30)   acres  or  more,  the  notice  given 
shall  be  as  described  in  subsection  (a)  above,  except  that: 

(A)     The  newspaper  notice  shall  be  published  as  an  advertisement  in  all 
editions  of  such  newspaper,  and  need  contain  only  the  time  and 
place  of  the  hearing  and  a  description  of  the  general  nature  of 
the  proposed  amendment  together  with  a  map  of  the  area  proposed 
for  reclassification. 

(.3)     The  notice  by  mail  need  contain  only  the  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing  and  a  general  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  area 
proposed  for  reclassification. 

SEC.   307.     Other  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Zoni.ng  Administrator.  In 
addition  to  those  specified  in  Sections  302  through  306,  the  Zoning  Administrator 
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shall  have  the  following  powers  and  duties  in  administration  and  enforcement 
of  this  Code.     The  duties  described  in  this  Section  shall  be  performed  under  the 
general  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Planning,  who  shall  be  kept  informed  of 
the  actions  of  the  Zoning  Administrator. 

Ca)     Rules,  regulations  and  interpretations.     The  Zoning  Administrator 
shall,  consistent  with  the  expressed  standards,  purposes  and  intent  of  this  Code 
and  pursuant  to  its  objectives,  issue  and  adopt  such  rules,  regulations  and 
interpretations  as  are  in  the  Zoning  Administrator's  opinion  necessary  to 
administer  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Code.     Such  rxiLes  and  regulations, 
and  any  such  interpretations  that  will  be  of  general  application  in  future 
cases,  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the  permanent  public  records  of  the  Department  of 
City  Planning.     The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  respond  to  all  '/orittsn  requests 
for  determinations  ragairding  the  classification  of  uses  and  the  interpretation 
and  applicability  of  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 

Cbl     Complianca  with  this  Code.     The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  have 
authority  to  take  appropriate  actions  to  secure  compliance  with  this  Code, 
through  review  of  permit  applications,  surveys  and  record  keeping,  enforcement 
against  violations  as  described  in  Section  175,  and  other  means. 

Cc)     Inspection  of  premises.     In  the  performance  of  any  prescribed  duties, 
the  Zoning  Administrator  and  employees  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning 
authorized  to  represent  the  Zoning  Administrator  shall  have  the  right  to  enter 
any  building  or  premises  for  the  purposes  of  investigation  and  inspection; 
provided,  that  such  right  of  entry  shall  be  exercised  only  at  reasonable  hours, 
and  that  in  no  case  shall  entry  be  made  to  any  building  in  the  absence  of  the 
owner  or  tenant  thereof  without  the  written  order  of  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

(d)     Code  maintenance.     The  Zoning  Administrator  shall  periodically 
review  and  study  the  effectiveness  and  appropriateness  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Code,  for  the  pxjrpose  of  recommending  necessary  changes  to  the  Director 
of  Planning  and  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

Cel     Exercise  of  powers  and  duties  by  others.     In  cases  where  absence, 
incapacity,  vacancy  of  the  office,  conflict  of  interest  or  other  sufficient 
reason  prevents  action  by  the  Zoning  Admi.iistrator ,  the  Director  of  Planning 
may  designate  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Department  to  carry  out  any 
f'jnction  of  zhe  Zoning  Administrator  so  affected. 
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Cf)     Cooperation  with  other  departments.     The  Zoning  Administrator  shall 
f'jxnish  to  the  various  departments,  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  vested 
with  the  duty  or  authority  to  issue  permits  or  licenses   Cincluding  but  not 
limited  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Department  of  Public  Health,  Police 
Depaxtment  and  Fire  Department)   such  information  as  will  insure  the  proper 
administration  of  this  Code  and  of  the  rules,  regulations,  interpretations 
and  other  determinations  of  the  Department  of  City  Planning  relative  thereto. 
It  shaU.1  be  the  duty  of  said  departments,  officers  and  employees  to  cooperate 
with  the  Zoning  Administrator  in  the  performance  of  the  Zoning  Administrator's 
duties,  and  to  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 

SEC.   308.1.     Appeals:     Amendments  and  Conditional  Uses. 

(.a)     Right  of  appeal.     The  action  of  the  City  Planning  Commission,  in 
disapproving  in  whole  or  in  part  an  amendment  initiated  by  application  as 
described  in  Section  302  and  Sections  306  through  306.5,  or  in  approving  or 
disapproving  in  whole  or  in  part  an  application  for  conditional  use  authorization 
as  described  in  Sections  303  and  304,  and  Sections  306  through  306.5,  shall 
be  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  accordance  with  this 
Section.     .An  action  of  the  Commission  so  appealed  from  shall  not  become 
effective  '.mless  and  until  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  accordance 
with  this  Section. 

(b)     Motice  of  appeal.     Any  appeal  under  this  Section  shall  be  taken  by 
filing  written  notice  of  appeal  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  within  thirty 
C30)  days  after  the  date  of  action  by  the  City  Planning  Commission.     The  notice 
of  appeal  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  owners  of  at  least  twenty  per  cent  (20%) 
of  the  property  affected  by  the  proposed  amendment  or  conditional  use.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  Section,  the  property  affected  shall  be  calculated  as 
follows : 

1.     When  a  proposed  amendment  or  conditional  use  has  been  disapproved  by 
the  City  Planning  Commission,  the  property  affected  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  all  property  within  t.he  area  that  is  the  subject  of  the 
application  for  amendment  or  conditional  use,  and  within  three 
hundred  C300)   feet  of  all  exterior  boundaries  of  the  property  that 
is  the  subject  of  the  application; 
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2.  When  a  proposed  conditional  use  has  been  approved  by  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  the  property  affected  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
all  property  within  -chree  hundred  (300)   feet  of  all  exterior 
boundaries  of  zhe  property  for  which  the  conditional  use  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Planning  Conunission,  excluding  the  property 
for  which  the  approval  has  been  given; 

3.  In  either  of  the  above  cases,  when  any  property  is  owned  by  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  United  States  Government  or 
the  State  of  California,  or  any  department  or  agency  thereof,  or 
by  any  special  district,  and  is  located  within  three  hundred  (300) 
feet  of  the  area  that  is  the  subject  of  the  application  for  amendment 
or  conditional  use,  such  property  shall  be  excluded  in  determining 
the  property  affected  'onless  such  owner  shall  itself  be  a  subscriber 
of  the  TiOtice  of  appeal;  and 

4.  Wherever  a  property  is  held  in  joinc  ownership,  the  signatures  of 
joint  owners  shall  be  calculated  as  representing  affected  property 
in  direct  proportion  to  the  amount  of  the  total  ownership  of  that 
property  attributable  to  the  joint  owner  or  owners  subscribing  to 
the  notice  of  appeal.     For  the  purposes  of  this  calciilation,  the 
term  "joint  ownership"  shall  include  joint  tenancies,  interests  in 
common,  community  property,  partnerships,  stock  cooperatives, 
condominiums ,  community  apcirtments  and  planned  'jnit  developments . 
Where  each  owner  has  exclusive  rights  to  a  portion  of  the  property, 
the  proportion  of  the  total  ownership  attributable  to  that  owner 
shall  be  calculated  in  terms  of  a  ratio  of  the  floor  area  and  land 
area  in  which  that  owner  has  exclusive,  joint  and  common  rights  to 
the  total  floor  area  and  land  area  of  that  property.     Under  these 
calculations,  the  land  area  of  an  affected  proper-y  in  ]oint 
ownership  shall  be  given  the  same  weight  as  the  land  area  of  an 
affected  property  not  in  joint  ownership,  in  determining  whether 
twenty  per  cent  (20%)  of  t.he  property  affected  is  represented  by 
signatures  to  the  notice  of  appeal. 

(c)  Hearing.     Upon  the  filing  of  such  written  notice  of  appeal  so 
subscribed,  the  3oard  of  Supervisors  or  the  Cler.k  thereof  shall  set  a  time 
and  place  for  hearing  such  appeal,  which  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  (10)  nor 
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aors  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  such  filing.     The  Board  of  Supervisors 
iiust  decide  such  appeal  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  time  set  for  the 
hearing  thereon,  provided  that,  if  the  full  membership  of  the  Board  is  not 
present  on  the  last  day  on  which  said  appeal  is  set  or  continued  for  hearing 
within  said  period,  the  Board  may  postpone  said  hearing  and  decision  thereon 
until,  but  not  later  than,  the  full  membership  of  the  Board  is  present; 
provided,  further,  that  the  latest  date  to  which  said  hearing  and  decision 
may  be  so  postponed  shall  be  not  mora  than  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of 
filing  of  the  appeal.     Failure  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  act  within 
such  time  limit  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  approval  by  the  Board  of  the 
action  of  the  City  Planning  Commission. 

Cd)     Oecision.     In  acting  upon  amy  such  appeal,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
may  disapprove  the  action  of  the  City  Planning  Commission  only  by  a  vote  of 
not  less  than  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  all  members  of  the  Board,  except  that  in  the 
event  that  one  or  more  of  the  full  membership  of  the  Board  is  disqualified  or 
excused  from  voting  because  of  an  interest  prohibited  by  general  law  or  the 
San  Francisco  Charter,  any  such  disapproval  shall  be  by  a  vote  of  not  less 
that  two-ihirds   (2/3)  of  all  members  of  the  Board  that  are  not  disqualified 
or  excused;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  that  a  quorum  of  all  members 
of  the  Board  is  disqualified  or  excused  from  voting  because  of  an  interest 
prohibited  by  general  law  or  the  Charter,  the  action  of  the  City  Planning 
Commission  shall  be  deemed  approved.     In  the  event  the  Board  disapproves  the 
action  of  the  Commission  when  the  Commission  has  disapproved  in  whole  or  in 
part  a  proposed  amendment,  the  Board  shall,  not  later  than  its  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting,  adopt  the  proposed  ordinamce.     In  the  event  the  Board 
disapproves  the  action  of  the  Commission  when  the  Commission  has  disapproved 
in  whole  or  in  part  a  proposed  conditional  use,  the  Board  shall  prescribe  in  its 
resolution  such  conditions  as  are  in  its  opinion  necessary  to  secure  the 
objectives  of  this  Code,  in  accordatnce  with  Section  303(d). 

SEC.  310.     Zoning  Procedures  ^^ot  to  Apply  to  Article  10.  Notwithstanding 
any  sther  provision  of  this  Code,  the  procedures  set  forth  above  i.n  this  Article 
3   (Sections  301  through  309)   shall  not  apply  to  Article  10,  Preservation  of 
Historical,  Architectural  and  Aesthetic  Landmarks;  the  procedures  applicable  to 
Article  13  are  included  therein. 
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Section  5.     Article  6  of  Part  II,  Chapter  II  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Municipal  Code  (City  Planning  Code)  is  hereby  amended  by 
amending  Sections  604  and  606  to  read  as  follows: 


3EC.  504.     Permits  and  Conformity  Required. 

Ca)     An  application  for  a  permit  for  a  sign  that  conforms  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Code  shall  be  approved  by  the  Depaurtment  of  City  Planning  without 
modification  or  disapproval  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning  or  the  City 
Planning  Commission,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  them  by  Section  26, 
Part  III,  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Code  or  any  other  provision  of  said 
Municipal  Code  with  the  exception  of  Article  10  of  the  City  Planning  Code, 
Preservation  of  Historical,  Architectural  and  Aesthetic  Landmarks.     No  sign, 
other  than  those  signs  axemptad  by  Section  50  3  of  this  Code,  shall  be  erected, 
placed,  replaced,  rsconstrjcted  or  relocated  on  any  property,  intensified  in 
illumination  or  other  aspect,  or  expanded  in  area  or  in  any  dimension  except  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code.     No  such  erection,  placement, 
replacement,  reconstruction,  relocation,  inta.nsification,  or  expansion  shall  be 
undertaken  without  a  permit  having  been  duly  issued  therefor,  except  as 
specifically  provided  otherwise  in  this  Section  604. 

(b)     The  provisions  of  this  Section  504  shall  apply  to  wor.k  of  the  above 
types  on  all  signs  'onless  specifically  exempted'  by  this  Code,  whether  or  not  a 
permit  for  such  sign  Is  required  under  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code.  In 
cases  in  which  permits  are  not  required  under  the  Building  Code,  applications 
for  permits  shall  be  filed  with  the  Cantral  Permit  Bureau  of  the  Depeirtment  of 
Public  Wor-'cs  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Department  of  City  Planning,  together 
with  a  permit  fee  of  five  dollars   (55.00)    for  each  sign,  and  the  permit  number 
shall  appear  on  the  completed  sign  in  the  same  manner  as  required  by  the  Building 
Code. 

Cc)     No  permit  shall  be  required  under  this  Code  for  a  sign  painted  or 
repainted  directly  on  a  door  or  window  in  a  C  or  M  district,  or  painted  or 
repainted  directly  on  a  wall  of  a  building  or  structure  in  a  C  or  M  district  and 
not  e.tcaeding  100  square  feet  In  area.     Permits  shall  be  required  for  all  other 
painted  signs  in  C  and  M  districts,  and  for  all  paintad  signs  In  P  and  R 
districts.     Repainting  of  any  paintad  sign  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  replacement 
of  the  sign,  except  as  provided  In  subsection  (f)  below. 
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Cdl     Except  as  provided  in  subsection  Cc)   above,  no  permit  shall  be  required 
under  this  Code  for  ordinary  maintenance  and  minor  repairs  which  do  not  involve 
replacement,  alteration,  reconstruction,  relocation,  intensification  or  expansion 
of  the  sign. 

Ce)     No  permit  shall  be  required  under  this  Code  for  temporary  sale  or 
lease  signs ,  temporairy  signs  of  persons  and  firms  connected  with  work  on 
buildings  under  actual  construction  or  alteration,  and  temporary  business  signs, 
to  the  extant  that  such  signs  are  permitted  by  this  Code. 

Cf)     A  mere  change  of  copy  on  a  sign  the  customary  use  of  wtiich  involves 
frequent  and  periodic  changes  of  copy  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  504,  except  that  a  change  from  general  advertising  to  non-general 
advertising  sign  copy  or  from  non-general  advertising  to  general  advertising 
sign  copy  shall  in  itself  constitute  a  new  sign  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  604.     In  the  case  of  signs  the  customary  use  of  which  does  not 
involve  frequent  and  periodic  changes  of  copy,  a  change  of  copy  shall  in  itself 
constitute  a  new  sign  subject  to  the  provision/  of  this  Section  604  if  the  new 
copy  concerns  a  different  person,  firm,  group,  organization,  place,  commodity, 
product,  service,  business,  profession,  enterprise  or  industry. 

Cg)     Each  application'  for  a  permit  for  a  sign  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
scaled  dxawi.ng  of  the  sign,  including  the  location  of  the  sign  on  the  building 
or  other  structure  or  on  the  lot,  and  including  (except  in  the  case  of  a  sign 
the  customary  use  of  which  involves  frequent  and  periodic  changes  of  copy)  such 
designation  of  the  copy  as  is  needed  to  determine  that  the  location,  area  and 
other  provisions  of  this  Code  are  met. 

Ch)     Unless  otiierwise  provided  in  this  Code  or  in  other  Codes  or  regulations, 
a  lawfully  existing  sign  which  fails  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Article  5  may  remain  until  the  end  of  its  normal  life.     Such  sign  may  not, 
however,  be  replaced,  altered,  reconstructed,  relocated,  intensified  or  expanded 
in  area  or  in  any  dimension  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Code.     Ordinary  maintenance  and  minor  repairs  shall  be  permitted,  but  such 
msLintenance  and  repairs  shall  not  include  replacement,  alteration,  reconstruction, 
relocation,   intensification  or  expansion  of  the  sign.     A  sign  which  is  damaged 
or  destroyed  by  fire  or  ot.her  calamity  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
Sections  131 Cc)  and  138(b)  of  this  Code.     A  sign  which  is  voluntarily  destroyed 
or  removed  by  its  owner  or  which  is  required  by  law  to  be  removed  may  be 
restored  only  in  full  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  Code. 
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Ci)     Nothing  in  this  Article  5  shall  be  deemed  to  permit  any  use  of  property 
that  is  otherwise  prohibitad  by  this  Code ,  or  to  permit  any  sign  that  is 
prohibited  by  the  regulations  of  any  special  sign  district  or  the  standards  or 
procedures  of  any  Redevelopment  Plan  or  any  other  Code  or  legal  restriction. 


SEC.  506.     -Residential  Districts.     Signs  in  R  districts,  other  than  those 
signs  exempted  by  Section  503  of  this  Code,  shall  conform  to  the  following 
provisions; 

(a)  General  provisions  for  ^1],  signs. 

1.  No  sign  shall  project  beyond  a  street  property  line  or  legislated  set- 
back line,  or  into  a  required  front  set-back  area. 

2.  No  sign  shall  have  or  consist  of  any  moving,  rotating  or  otherwise 
animated  part,  or  (if  permitted  to  be  illuminaced)  any  flashi.ig, 

•blinking,  fluctuating  or  otherwise  animated  light. 

3.  No  roof  sign,  wind  sign,  or  general  advertising  sign  shall  be  permitted. 

4.  No  sign  shall  extand  above  the  roof  line  of  a  building  to  which  it  is 
attached,  or  above  a  height  of  40  feet,  or  above  the  height  limit 
applicable  to  the  property,  whichever  is  the  most  restrictive. 

(b)  Signs  for  uses  permitted  in  R  districts.     The  following  types  of  signs, 
subject  to  the  limitations  prescribed  for  them,  shall  be  the  only  signs  permitted 
for  uses  authorized  as  principal  or  conditional  uses  in  R  districts,  except  that 
signs  for  any  commercial  establishments  so  authorized  in  RC  districts  shall  be 
siabject  to  the  limitations  of  paragraph  (c)  3  below. 

1.  One  non-illuminatad  or  indirectly  illuminated  name  plate  for  each  street 
frontage  of  the  lot,  not  exceeding  a  height  of  12  feet,  and  having  an 
area  not  exceeding  one  square  foot  in  RH  districts ,  or  2  square  feet 

in  RM  districts. 

2.  One  identifying  sign  for  each  street  frontage  of  the  lot,  not  exceeding 
a  height  of  12  feet,  and  meeting  the  following  additional  requirements: 
(A)     In  RH  districts:    non- illuminated  or  indirectly  illuminated  only; 

maximian  area  12  squaxe  feet. 
(3)     In  RM-1  and  RM-2  districts:     maximum  area  4  square  feet  if  directly 
illuminated,  and  18  square  feet  if  non-illuminatad  or  indirectly 
illuminated. 
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(C)     In  RM-3  and  RM-4  districts:     maximum  axsa  8  square  feet  if  directly 
illuminatsd ,  and  35  square  feet  if  non-illuminated  or  indirectly 
illuminated. 

3.  One  temporary  non- illuminated  or  indirectly  illuminated  sale  or  lease 
sign  for  each  street  frontage  of  the  total  parcel  involved,  not  exceeding 
a  height  of  24  feet  if  free  stauiding  and  not  above  the  roof  line  if 
attached  to  a  building,  and  having  an  area  not  exceeding  6  square  feet 
for  each  lot  or  for  each  3,000  square  feet  in  such  total  parcel, 
whichever  ratio  permits  the  larger  area,  provided  that  no  such  sign 
shall  exceed  240  square  feet  in  area  and  any  such  sign  exceeding  18 
square  feet  in  area  shall  be  set  back  at  least  25  feet  from  all  street 
property  lines.    Any  sale  or  lease  sign  shall  be  removed  within  7  days 
following  removal  of  the  property  from  the  market. 

4.  Temporary  non- illuminated  signs  of  persons  and  firms  connected  with  work 
on  buildings  under  actual  construction  or  alteration ,  giving  their  names 
and  information  pertinent  to  the  project,  not  exceeding  a  height  of  24 
feet,  with  the  combined  area  of  all  such  signs  not  to  exceed  20  square 
feet  for  each  street  frontage  of  the  project. 

Cc)     Signs  for  nonconforming  uses.    Signs  for  any  use  in  an  R  district  which 
is  nonconforming  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  180  through  187  of  this  Code, 
or  which  is  given  conditional  use  status  under  said  Sections,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  (c) ,  except  that  any  such  use  that  would 
first  be  permitted  as  either  a  principal  or  a  conditional  use  in  some  other  R 
district  under  Article  2  of  this  Code,  other  than  an  RC  district,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  subsection  506(b)   above.    Any  illumination  permitted  for 
signs  covered  by  this  subsection  (c)  shall  be  extinguished  at  all  times  when  the 
nonconforming  use  is  not  open  for  business. 

1.    Automobile  service  stations.    The  following  business  signs  are  permitted 
for  an  automobile  service  station.    Any  such  signs  may  be  aon-illaminated 
or  indirectly  or  directly  illuminated. 

(A)     A  mcLximum  of  two  oil  company  signs,  which  shall  not  extend  more 
than  10  feet  above  the  roof  line  if  attached  to  a  building,  or 
exceed  a  height  of  24  feet  if  free  standing.     The  area  of  any  such 
sign  shall  not  exceed  180  square  feet,  and  along  each  street 
frontage  all  parts  of  such  a  sign  or  signs  that  are  within  10  feet 
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of  the  street  property  line  shall  not  exceed  80  square  feet  in 
area.     The  areas  of  other  permanent  and  temporary  signs  as  covered 
in  subparagraph  606(c) 1(B)  below  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
calculation  of  the  areas  specified  in  this  subparagraph. 
(B)     Other  permanent  and  temporary  signs  customarily  incidental  to  the 
service  station  business.    No  such  sign  shall  extend  above  the 
roof  line  if  attached  to  a  building,  or  exceed  a  height  of  24  feet 
if  free  standing.    The  area  of  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  20 
square  feet  for  each  such  sign  or  a  total  of  30  square  feet  for 
all  such  signs  on  the  premises. 
Open  land  uses.     If  there  is  no  building  with  more  than  50  square  feet 
of  floor  area  involved  in  the  use,  one  business  sign  is  permitted  for 
each  street  frontage  occupied  by  such  use ,  not  exceeding  a  height  of 
12  feet  and  having  an  area  not . exceeding  one  square  foot  for  each  foot 
of  such  street  frontage.    The  total  area  of  all  signs  for  such  a  use 
shall  not  exceed  50  square  feet.     Any  such  sign  may  be  non-illuminated 
or  indirectly  illuminated. 

Other  uses.     For  a  use  not  listed  in  paragraph  606(c)l  or  606(c)2  above, 
one  business  sign  is  permitted  for  each  street  frontage  occupied  by  the 
use,  placed  flat  against  the  wall  that  faces  such  street  and  not 
located  above  the  ground  floor.     Such  sign  shall  not  exceed  an  area  of 
2  square  feet  for  each  foot  of  street  frontage  occupied  by  the  building 
or  part  thereof  that  is  devoted  to  the  nonconforming  use.    The  total 
area  of  all  signs  for  such  a  use  shall  not  exceed  100  square  feet.  Any 
such  sign  may  be  non- illuminated  or  indirectly  illuminated.     In  RM  and 
RC  districts ,  any  such  sign  may  be  directly  illuminated.
